was reached. 
Parker 
was badly burned and received other in- 
juries. among them a badly crushed left 
leg tha.t had to be amputated.

lieved he will recover. 
The engine was 
one of the gaso-electric type locomotives 
in use on the line. 
Pipes in the cab 
were broken when the engine fell and 
Handwork was pinched in the wreckage 
amidst clouds of steam which

A man at a hundred then is going 
to be just as active in business as the 
person of fifty or sixty today. 
On at- 
taining that age he can retire and spend 
half a century in the pursuit of quiet 
happine.=;s before friends and 
relatiA'es 
Avill folloAv his earthly remains to the 
cemetery. 


And surely there is some hope for the 
present generation. 
Not the chance to 
live 150 years, but the opportunity 
to 
die at 90 or 100. 
That's Avhat science is 
doing for humanity! 


The trick is to have all parts of the 
human borly Avear out at once just like 
the famous one-horse shay. Avhich, Avith 
each part as good as every other part, 
did not collapse until all Avore out simul- 
taneously. 


We don't have much of a reason for 
dying. Just because our arteries or some 
other part cease to perform their duties 
Ave are forced to quit living and an oth- 
erAvise perfect hody goes to the cemetery. 
There may be years of usefulness left in 
our frames Avhen some minor part gives 
up and Avipes us off the face of the earth. 


It was tiip oft-doclared opinion of the 
great MetfhnikofT that Ave should live up 
to 140 years, barring accidents and dis- 
ease. 
The human body, being a. perfect 
machine, should deray in its entirety at 
once, he argued.

Care of the Girl 
Delinquents. 


The arrangement just concluded by Judge John W. 
Eggeman, in his capacit}' as presiding officer of the juvén- 
ile court, and the inanageinent of the Young Women's 
Chiistian association, under whicii two rooms in the base- 
ment of the association building will be available for the 
temporary detention of girl delinquents under the juris- 
diction of the coin't, is to be commended a-s a step forward. 
"We trust it may lead to early action by which the couut,v 
may supply a need long felt and most important. 
As a 
matter of fact, none of the perplexing problems which day 
' after day come before the jndge of a c-inrt in a county the 
size of Allen, are more Aital or more <-om],)lex than those 
apparently trivial cases that must be y^assed npon in the 
juvenile court. In mauy of them perhaps the entire trend 
of a lifetime to come, hinges upon action there taken in 
the case of boys and girls of tender years, whose feet have 
strayed in indiscretion and led them into some minor in- 
fraction of law. 


The moment is a cntical one, and calls for intelligent, 
judicious and s^mipathetic treatment. 
"Developments 
at this stage may mean a life 
embittered 
and 
a 
start on a career of confirmed criminatlity, or it may 
aiean a helpful encouragement and a moral stimulus that 
ivill lay the foundation for permanent and enduring good 
citizenship. Stem and immediate justice in these cases of 
minor affairs cannot weigh against the opportunity to 
•make real men and women ont of the boys and girls, de- 
spite a start that may have been bad. Tt is true that there 
will be failures. "Not all will respond to kindness; not all 
will appreciate and take advantage of the chance, but the 
successes will far outmnnber the failures, and this makes 
the effort w^orth while. XTp to this time there has been no 
place where youthful offenders could be placed save in the 
county institution which scarp the soul and places the 
stamp of jail-bird u.pon them. The ver^" idea of bo^^s and 
girls in jail atmosphere is revolting, and veiw properly 
Judge Eggeman has sought other means of disposing of 
the cases. The alternative of paroling them to parents has 
not always been satisfactoiy for the reason that too often 
the surroundings in the home were not conducive-to the 
reformation that is the first consideration. 
Under the 
new arrangement the girl delinquents will have whole- 
some surroundings and helpful influences. 
It Avill help 
provide the chance they need and to which they are en- 
titled. We believe the arrangement will be immensely 
hepful, but it does not relieve Allen couiity from the duty 
and responsibility of making provision on its OAvn account 
for dealing with this important problem.

Conviction of Charles Becker, the former 'Ne^v York 
police lieutenant, in his second trial as the conspirator 
who brought about the murder of RovSenthal, the gambler, 
was so clearly indicated by the telegraphic reports of the 
testimon}^, that the verdict of the jury occasions no sur- 
prise whatever. It is difficult to see the basis on w^hich the 
accused man's attorneys could have hoped to secure ac- 
quittal for their client, if the}- indulged any such hope, 
which is extremel.y i)roblematical.

Tlie lad has served one terra 
in the reformatory', had committed

burglaries, and when arrested had a re- 
volver with Avhich he intended to kill a 
policeman. 
The judicial theory in this 
case was t h a t another four or five years' 
term in the reformatory would siiiiply 
turn him 
loose a full-fledged graduate 
from t h a t 
school of crime. 
The 
long 
sentence will assure his probably lifelong 
incai-ceration. 


There is something wrong with a sys- 
tem t h a t produces results like these. 
In

penalty. 
The circumstances of the boy'.'i upbring- 
ing and his condition called for reforma- 
tive rather 
than 
punitive 
attention.

prison? 
Should not a reputedly progres- 
sive and uplifting s t a t e like Wisconsin 
have some more 
enlightened 
means of 
dealing with such cases ? 


Jt was said at the recent charities and 
corrections convention a t Memphis 
t h a t 
the methods of dealing with first ofi'end- 
ers were chiefly to blame for 
making 
professional criminals. 
Here are t w o il- 
lustrations. 
The lives of these boys are 
sacrificed to mechanical judicial 
admin- 
istration 
and 
contaminating 
"reforma- 
tion." 
Would it not be better to give as 
much attention to preventing the mak- 
ing of criminals as to punishing them?

If anyone will browse back over the 
periodicals of forty to trwenty-five years 
ago, and will then turn to current peri- 
odicals and newapajrera, he may see his- 
tory 
repeating 
itself—literally 
repeat- 
ing itself—^with the change of only 
a 
word or two in its phrasing. 
Forty to 
twenty-five years ago the "woman move- 
ment" was the struggle for higher edu- 
cation. 
Current literature was replete 
with the bnrning arguments 
for 
and 
against the granting of intellectual free- 
dom to women, just as now it is replete 
with the arguments 
for 
and 
against 
granting political freedom to them. 
In 
the light of nearly half a century of ac- 
tual experience with higher education for 
women, it is interesting and informing 
to go back and review the discussion of 
the people wiio fought the issue out to 
its conclusion; it is especially informing 
for those who are a,t present engaged in 
the struggle for the suiïrage. 


"Our 
strongminded 
sisters," 
wrote 
Professor Romanes in 1887, "'are running 
their smaller and more 
tender 
heads 
against the wall of partition that nature 
has set up between the psychologies of 
sex." 
"We will not aid or abet woman," 
cried Grant Allen, "as a sex, in rebelling 
against maternity." 
"It is not a ques- 
tion of sentiment," declared Dr. Mauds- 
ley, "it is a matter of physiology." 
In 
short, it was argued that women were 
biologically 
imadapted 
to 
education; 
that if the privilege of higher education 
were conferred on women they would be- 
com imsexed, and the home Avould be de- 
stroyed; 
that if 
co-education 
should 
gain a foothold in colleges, scholarship 
would be demoralized, for the standards 
would have to be accommodated to the 
mentally inferior sex. 
Some 
extreme 
alarmists even went so far as to utter 
the favorite prophecy of conservatives in 
teh face of every new movement for the 
improvement 
of 
woman's 
status-—that 
"free love" would be the outcome if the 
struggle for the intellectual freedom of 
women 
should succeefl. 
Dr. 
Gouston. 
that staunch enemy of higher education 
for women, protested, with almost in- 
credible naviette, that there was no rea- 
son for educating girls, since it had never 
been shown that, if educated, they wotCd 
become more agreeable companions for 
men! 


To all these, and many more, opposing 
arguments, it was replied that it 
was 
only just "to let each half of the human 
race cultivate whatever qualities it has, 
instead of crushing them altogether be- 
cause it is possible that they are too 
small already." 
It was pointed out that 
the asservations of the opposition were 
essentially dogmatic—that it could never 
be known "whether likeness or differ- 
ence (between the sexes) 
predominates 
until training develop the one, or empha- 
size the other." 
It was declared that it 
was undoubtedly for the harm of society 
that half the human race should remain 
ignorant, or should receive inferior edu- 
cation.

Chance for the Girls," wherein he showed 
conclusivel.y that no female could gradu- 
ate from a college and come forth alive 
and 
unwrecked. 
During 
these 
forty 
years thousands of women• have 
taken 
college 
and university 
degrees. 
This 
spring hundreds 
of them all over the 
United States and Europe will be gradu- 
ated from institutions of higher learn- 
ing—young, rosy-cheeked, happy, vigor- 
ous in body and in mind. 
They have 
never heard of Dr. Clark's little book, 
and, should they hap^jen upon it, would 
regard it merely as a quaint curio.

one thinks of them as "unsexed." "re-

frage." You Avill believe you are reading 
an editorial lifted bodily from the New 
York Times of this very morning.

suffrage movement"a8 clearly as though 
the struggle were already ended.

PINCH OF SALT 


FOE DANDELION 


Department of 
Agriculture 
Gives 
Practical 
Methods 
for 
Killing 
Dandelions and Plantains 
That 
Ruin the Appearance of Lawns. 


Wa.shington. May 23.—The best way 
to kill individual dandelion plants is to 
cut off their tops and put a pinch of 
salt 
(about a thimbleful) on the sur- 
face of each 
exposed root. 
This will 
kill most of them. 
As salt is generally 
applied niins soil, the salt should be used 
sparingly and applied only to the root 
tops of the dandelion. The United States 
cfcpartment of agriculture has for some 
time been testing various poisons to dis- 
cover the most efficient means of eradi- 
cating this troublesome weed from laws, 
but 
although 
others have been found 
satisfactory, the common salt is best for 
general use as there is no danger accom- 
panying its application. 


The department's specialists say that 
much effort is w-asted in merely cutting 
off the dandelion top without applying 
some poison to the root that 
remains. 
The dandelion has a tap root that grows 
deep into the soil and c i f ^ n g off the 
plant merely encourages the dandelion to 
come up in a thicker gi-owth. 
Removè Dandelion Before it 
Goes 
to 
Seed. 


The time to eradicate dandelions is in 
the spring, before the plant has had 
time to form seed. The seed sprads rap- 
idly, blown by the wind. 
The blossoms 
should be close mown before they have 
gone to seed and salt should then be ap- 
[iliod to cach root. 
A man may be very 
diligent in caring for his own lawn and 
yet have seeds blow-n in from neighbor- 
ing lawns, 
lliis is of such importance 
to those desiring fine lawns that it might 
be made .a matter for community action. 


If the lawn is very full of this weed 
it is too tedious a process to treat each 
plant by the salt process. 
In this case 
two possible methods of eradication may 
be recommended. 
The first method is to 
tliicken the stand of grass to tend 
to 
crowd out 
the dandelion. 
The 
grass 
should be put into a. vigorous condition 
by top dressing with well-rotted manure 
or fertilizer in the fall, and by reseeding 
in thin places. 
The second method, arl- 
vised in extreme instances, is to start all 
over again. 
Plow up the lawn first (or 
•spade it up if the area, is small). 
A 
generous amoimt of well-rotted manure 
should then be worked into the soil, but 
not fresh manure, for that is full of weed 
seeds ready to germinate. 
Tn case ma- 
nure is not available, commercial 
fer- 
tilizers may he used. 
Many lawn soils 
are in need of lime and it is often a wise 
plan to uso it, e.spccially if white clover 
is to be sown. 
After plowing, the land 
should be harrowed or raked frequently 
to reduce it to a good seed bed condition. 
This will encourage the early germination 
of weed seeds with the subsequent ex- 
termination of the seedlings. 
Thorough 
cultivation at this period will destroy 
the. dandelion plants, both 
those 
that 
come from roots and seeds. 
After '>d- 
lowing either of the two plans sketched 
here, the lawn should be maintained in 
good condition by careful mowing, roll- 
ing and watering. 


Spraying with iron sulphate solution 
to kill dandelions without killing 
the 
grass is not recommended by the depai't- 
ment, although it has been tried by some 
who consider it successful. 
Experiments 
do not seem to establish it as a practical 
method. 
This Weed Not a Native of America. 


The dandelion is not a native Amer- 
ican . plant, having been introduced from 
Europe several centuries ago. 
It was 
first 
introduced 
in the east and 
has 
spread westward with our 
emigration., 


The weed is common all over Eiurope and 
has gone into other lands with settlers 
from the older country, always being 
found near the communities of man. 


The name "dandelion" is said to comd 
from the French. "Dent de Lion," which 
means tooth of lion and refers to the 
tooth-shaped edges of the leaf of thq 
plant. 


The Dandelion as a Truck Crop, 


The dandelion is widely used through- 
out Europe as a truck crop. 
Certain 
foreigners recently arrived 
in 
America 
have continued to use the plant as a 
vegetable and Italians in the neighbor- 
hood of large cities ha.ve made consider-« 
able profit by gathering and taking it to 
market. 


Several places around 
Boston 
noiV 
grow the dandelion as a tnick crop. The 
seeds are sown in July or August in 
row's twelve inches a.part, and although 
the plants are of good size in the fall, 
they are not generally gathered for the 
market until early in the spring. 
As 
soon as the snow is off the ground the 
crops are gathered and for a time the 
farmers receive from $1 to $1.2.5 a bushel 
for these greens. l\Iy May the price has 
fallen to about .oOc a bushel and then the 
ground is plowed up to ma.ke room for 
other vegetables, as the dandelion is na 
longer profitable. 


How to Get Rid of Plantains, 


Another weed that injures the beauty 
of many lawns is the plantain, of which 
there are two varieties—the 
buckhorn, 
or rib grass, and the common, or broad 
leaf. 


Tlio same methods that.i^pply to eradi- 
cating the dandelion apply to the plan- 
tain except the method of poisoning tha 
individual 
plant. 
Instead 
of 
cutting 
off the top and sprinkling the root with 
salt, as is done in the ca.se of the dande- 
lion, the individual plantain may 
best 
be removed by pulling up by the root 
after a heavy rain, when the ground i3 
wet. 
The plantain does not oflfer a dif- 
ficult problem, as the roots are pulled up 
readily, even 
from clay soil, after 
a 
heavy rain. 


Cut Lawn G-rass ''Long*' 
to Protect Its Roots 


Washington, 
May 23.—Grass 
should 
be cut "long" so that the roots will ba 
protected 
after cutting. 
Tliis 
means, 
says 
the department 
of 
agriculture's 
landscape gardener, 
that 
the 
lawn- 
mower should be set just as high as it 
will go. 


I.awns should be cut frequentl.y and in 
ordinary cases -svhere the cuttings 
are 
normal they should be left where they 
fall, notwithstanding the contrary opin- 
ion of the energetic person who foUowa 
up hi.s cuttings by raking with ah iron 
rake. 
Lawns should never bo raked witn 
an iron rake, except to prepare them for 
the. sowing of grass .seed, for such rak- 
ing harrows np the soil. 
Neither should 
they be swept. 


If the diligent caretaker of a 
lawn 
must 
follow up the cutting by 
some 
other operation, only a 
Avooden 
rake 
should be used, and this should be em- 
ployed carefxilly so as not to disturb" 
such of the grass clippings as have sift- 
ed down around the roots. 
These grass 
clippings 
that settle around the roots 
afford them a veiy important protection 
and will rIo mnch to keen the lawji in 
fine condition when there is lack of rain 
later in the season, for they will hold 
the moisture and act as a shield from 
the sun. 
Tn fart, the.grass cuttings are 
generally needed about the roots, and 
should not detract from the looks of the 
lawn, for they soon shrivel, dry up and 
work their v n y down, so that they are 
no longer lioticed. 
Grasses 
are 
nat- 
urally cool-climate plants and are liabla 
to be harmed by the hot sun about the 
roots.

headquarters of the Cuban junta. 50 Xew 
street, T. was admitted without delay to 
the office of the kindlv-faced. Iionest old 
patriot who afterward became the 
first 
president of free Cuba. 
Mr. Palma asked 
me if T had had any military experience 
and was told that I "had not, iDut had read 
considerably 
along 
military 
lines 
and 
felt that I had it in me to make good. 
Mr. Palma stated that in order as much 
as possible to avoid violating the neu- 
trality laws the Cubans could not re- 
ceive applicants in this country, but that 
T could be sent down on one of the 
first 
expeditions, and might, after my arrival, 
offer my services to whatever insurgent 
chief in the field T desired. 
He then 
turned me over to Mr. Zayas. one of the 
attaches. 


This gentleman took my address and

Zayas 
told me that the Cubans were having in- 
ditTerent .success with their artillery and 
siiggested that T accjuire some knowledge 
on that subject before siiiling. 


The result of Mr. Zayas" 
suggestion 
\\-as that t took a note r)f)in Inni to the 
linn of Hartley it 
(iraham, 
the 
arms 
dealer.s from whom the (Cubans ]iurchased 
their inipleinonts of war, and had ex- 
jdained to me by diie of their exjierts the 
mysteries 
of 
the 
llotchkiss 
twelve- 
pounder breech-loading rille, and was al- 
lowed to fondle that ugly-looking instru- 
ment of dcatli to my heart's content and 
take it apart and put it tfigethci- again. 
My iieen interest in this new suliject so 
pleased 
iMr. Zayas 
that 
he 
suggested 
that .1 impart some of my Aaluable lor«' 
to some of his countrymen in Xew York 
who were presumably waiting in fever- 
ish anxicTy for the sailing of the next 
expedition. 
This I agreed to do, thongii 
it struck mo as a somewhat 
indiscreet 
performance 
in 
a 
city 
wliere 
Cubans 
were closely watched by Spanish spies, 
and where tiiere were innumerable enter- 
prising reporters looking for ''scoops." 


A few 
evenings later was conducted 
by one of the attaches of the junta to 
a small hallyiver a saloon, well up on 
Third avenue': All but a few of the lights 
were turned ofl" and tTie window shades 
were well draM-n. 
Mere we found about 
fifteen 
Cubans." caJlow 
youths 
in 
the 
main, the most of them, I judged, 
being 
students. 


In addition to this promising material 
there Avere in the room several large and 
imposing 
looking 
crates 
labelled 
"ma- 
chinery." 
These were opened and turned 
out to be the various parts of a Hotch- 
kiss 
twelve-pounder. 


My recently acquired knowledge, what 
there was of it. now became of use, and 
the gun was set u]) and taken apart a 
dozen times, and the breech mechanism, 
sights 
and ammunition 
explained. 
As 
this gun is transported in sections on 
mule back, as well as dragged by a shaft, 
the various heavy pieces were lifted up 
to the height of an imaginary or '•'theo- 


¡•etical" mule and then let down again, 
a f(ui!i of calesthenics that soon palled 
on the embryo artillerymen, the night 
being hot and the room close. 


So the summer wore along, but one 
afternoon 
in August came the 
fateful 
telegram, an d aft.T 
all thf-se 
vears 
f 
can quote its every word: 
"He at Cort- 
landt street ferry at 7 p. m.. ready to 
leave tiie city." 
j\Iy trunk was hastily 
packed and left behind, and with a few 
belongings in a small valise, and, I must 
acknowledge, .come sinking of tlie heart. 
I made my way tt) the ferry, accompan- 
ied 
by an f»ld friend 
of college days. 
Here 1 met Zayas and by him was in- 
troduced to 
a. I\Ir. Pagluchi. a 
nervy- 
looking Italian of good address and a|)- 
pearauce, who. I afterward learned, was 
a marine engineer and presided o^er the 
engine rooms of 
the various 
steamers 
sent out by the junta for the purpose of 
carrying 
reinforcements 
and 
arma 
to 
Culia. 


Mr. Pagluchi was accompanied Ly four 
men. none of them Cubans, and not one 
of whom 1 had ever seen before. 
Tliese 
were Charles Huntington, a 
fine-looking 
Canadian of soldierly bearing, who had 
servcil in the northwest mounted police; 
Walinski, an Englishman of Polish de- 
scent; Welsford, a young man from New 
• Fersey, 
and Arthur 
Potter, 
a 
former 
English marine soldier who had lived in 
the 
I'nited States for 
several 
years. 
Huntington was one of the bravest men 
T ever knew, being, in fact, absolutely 
reckless. 


He served with distinction in the Cas- 
corra and Guaimaro campaigns, and was 
finally 
killed 
in a 
fight 
with 
Spanish 
guerillas, his body falling into the hands 
of the enemy. 
Potter and Welsford were 
chums, careless, go-lucky young fellows; 
the 
former 
was 
terribly 
wounded 
at 
Desmayo, having both legs shattered, and 
spent nearly a year on his back in u 
"injsh" hospital. 
He remained in Cuba 
after the war, and now 
lives 
in 
Ca- 
maguey. 
Of the final fate of Welsford 
and Walinski I know nothing. 


At Jersey City we took berths in ^ 
sleeper on the Pennsylvania, early the 
next morning passed through Washing- 
ton. and in the fulness of time reached 
Charleston, S. C., where we were con- 
ducted to a hotel, and found among the 
guests about thirty Cubans, well-dressed. 


superior-looking men. standing about iti 
little groups, 
conversing in low 
tones 
and worried about something. 


Among other guests of the hotel AVera 
some 
fifteen 
or 
tAvent.v 
well-gi'oomed, 
quiet-appearing men wliom we were at 
once Avarned against having aTiything tO 
do with, a.s they were operatives of a 
well known detective agency in the fiTCn- 
ploy of the Spanish minister at Waèh- 
ington. witli the exception of a few who

marshals. 


Our curiosity as to how and Athèn wd 
were to reach Cuba was not yet satis- 
fied. 
It WRS known that the steamer 
Commodore, famous as a filibuster. wa3 
lying

harbor 
closely 
watched by a revenue cutter. 
She had 
been searched for arrnB. but nortè 
frèrè 
found on board. 


On the afternoon of the day following 
our arrival the Cubans, carrying théir 
hand baggnge. began to leave the hotel 
in 
little groups, each followed by ona 
or more sleuths. 
About half paèt thteè 
Pagluchi 
told his 
flock 
to cOme with 
him, and we made our way to the sta- 
tion of the Plant line. 


We were conducted t"> the rear caf of 
the train, a day coach, -t^-heré we fdtiiid 
the Cubans Avho had preceded us frotn 
the hotel. 
.Several of the detectii^s who 
attempted to secure seats in this cà.r 
were told that it was a special charterèd 
by 
a party of excurpionists and 
that 
we would be obliged to deny ourselves 
the pleasure of their company. 
So théy 
found seats in the car ahead. We pouild- 
ed along over the rails at a fair rate of 
speed imtil some time late 
at 
night, 
when we stopped at an Obscure istatiòn 
in the woods; a locomotive backed up to 
our car from a Siding, 
the 
car 
wàsr 
quickly and quietly uncoupled from the 
train, which then proceeded on its way, 
while our ear %vith its engine flew back 
on the track a few miles, was switchéd 
onto another line, and sped 
along 
fóii 
hours without making more than the féAV 
absolutely necessary stops. 
The whok 
plan for escaping the men following u.l 
and throAving them entirely off the scent 
had been thought out by jNIr. Fritot, the 
Charleston agent of the Plant line, and 
Avorked to perfection.

1340,—Fort Wayne awoke, iu 1830, t-o 
a realization of the truth that the tov.n 
had outgrown 
its primitive system of 
government,

were unimproved, and, because of their 
more common use, were usually in worse 
condition tlian the country roads.

Fort Wayne's First Christmas Tree. 


The forerunner 
of 
the 
thousands 
of 
prettily decorated Christmas trees now 
seen 
each season throughout 
the 
city 
of Fort Wayne was the tree which Dr. 
and Mrs. Charles A. Schmitz placed in 
their home as a part of their Christmas 
celebration of 1840. The Schmit?; home 
stood on the site of the building on Cal- 
houn street which adjoins the Schmitz 
block, on the north. 
It was formerly 
the Scha.nz studio. 
In June of 1840 Dr. 
Schmitz arranged 
for the shipment of 
the tree from Cincinnati to Fort Wayne 
over the canal. 
On Christmas eve this

Daniel Nestel's 
"Epitaph." 
In 184Í), Daniel Xestel- father of Charles 
and Eliza Xestel. the world-famed "Com- 
modore Footc" and the ''Fairy Queen"— 
carved upon a tree the words which he 
belie^'ed would toll to the world the news 
of his death. 
The incident pictures the 
perils of the times. 
Mr. Xestel was a 
native of Carlsbronii, Prussia, born in 
1818. 
A\'hcn he arrived at X'ew York he 
had eight cents of his savings left.

Fort \^'aync, accompanied by Fred Foel- 
Jinger. who had come

"D. Nestel and Fred Foellinger. died from 
hunger and eaten by wolves."

O N F E r C T I N G statements have been 
made regarding the first shot fired 
in the civil war, a shot that echoed 
round the world, and was the beginning 
of a war that lasted four years, costing 
the lives of hundreds of thousands of 
men, Nortfii nnd South, and billions of 
dollar.'j in money and property. 


This fihot v a s fired at .half-past four 
o'clock in the morning, April 12, 1861, 
from a IS-inch mortar on Janiea Island, 
near the sit^ii of Old F o r t Johnson, in 
South 
Carolina, by Henry 
S. 
Farley, 
Colonel Geongo S. James, then a cap- 
tain, being in command of the island. 
'jp^ mortar 
batteries were located 
on 
tihte island, one commanded by Captain 
the otbcr by Lieutenant 
W a d e 
rirampton Gibbs, a West Point gradu- 
ate.

Colonel Farley, who was, I think, a 
member of the class of 1SG1, West Point, 
had left the Military Academy and had

mathematician, 
Captain 
James, 
being excedíingly 
anxious

the first f-hot should be accurately fired, 
ordered Farley to fire the mortar. 


Together Avith many of his ckssmates 
and brother cadets from the other classes, 
he entered the Confederate army. 
He 
is still living, and is hale and hearty at 
the age of seventy-four years.

One of them, 
General Hugh L. Farley, who died Octo- 
ber I, 1807, while serving as Adjutant

the location being not unlike that of 
New York, which lies at the junction of 
the East and Hudson rivers. 


"The bay extends four, miles eastward. 
These 
forts 
defended 
the 
harbor:— 
Castle Pinckney, a brick structure, lying 
one mile from the city and commanding 
it, capable of holding a garrison of 100 
men and twenty-two guns; Fort Moul- 
trie, of greater size and importance, four 
miles from the city, on Sullivan's Island. 
It had been rebuilt on scientific princi- 
ples and mounted fifty-five guns, with a 
garrison of 300 men.

Sumter, an imposing structure in size, 
situated about the middle of the harbor 
entrance and only a half mile back from 
its mouth, and erected on an artificial 
island.

The best way to put on the life belt is 
to put the tape around the neck first. 


Then bring tlie tape down on one side, 
slip it thiY>ugh the loop and tie it. 


The life preserver should be well up 
under the arms. 


When the tape baa been tied around 
the neck put the belt around the figure 
pretty isnugly and cross the tapes in the 
back, bringing them around in the front 
to tie. 
Tie a. g*iod strong knot of the 
tapes. 
T h e water will swell the tape so 
that the knot will hold. 


There are other kinds of life preservers 
which instead of having tbe tflpe amund 
the Tipck, to be thrust into the loop on one 
side, have loops of tape ove^ both shoul- 
ders. 
These are just like arm holes and 
these life pres.ervers are put on exactly 
like a jacket. 
After t h e loops 
have 
been slipped over the shoulders the belt 
ii3 tied 'by a lower set of tapes under the 
arms, exactly like the firet belt. 


Every one has been told from child- 
hood to look for a fire escape on going- 
into a hotel room for thn first time and to 
find out where the life preservers are 
kept on going aboard a boat, but not all 
of us heed this admonition. I t is a very 
good thing to do, however, for the very 
first move ,to make in adjusting a life 
preserver is to get tihe preserver do^vn 
from its rack. 


In each stateroom the life belts a r e 
placed, a s n general thing, in a rack 
pretty high up on the wall. 
There is a 
little ladder to climb up by, but a chair

or a bed will do as well and may be more 
availa.ble in an emergency. 
The impor- 
tant thing is to know where the life belts 
are and exactly how to get them and 
how to put them on. 


Tliere are three kinds of life preservers 
in use, those of cork, those of balsam wood 
and those of kapoc, a vegetable 
suh- 
stJance which comes from the island of 
ia.va. 
This 
last 
material h a s much 
greater buoyancy than cork and a fwo- 
pound life preserver of kapoc will hold 
up as much weight a.s a, six pound pre- 
server of cork.. B u t kapoc is believed to 
be 
inflammablo by the United 
States 
govertiment, -u'hich doe.s not permit tlie 
use of preservers made of this material 
on boats over which it has jurisdiction. 
Balsam wood is coated with a.=ipha!tum 
when used a? a preserver, as it Avould 
otiherwise be too absorbent. I t is used 


frequently on private yachts, b u t t h e . 
hig liners as a general rule use the cork 
preservers. 


The United State.s na^-y uses a solid 
cork jacket "u-hich has a yoke of c^anvas 
instead of the canvas straps over the 
shoulders. 
Jt is impos.sible f o r thia 
jacket to be displaced, as it fits t h e 
figure like a jacket and it is also ex- 
tremely easy of adjustment. 


But in the navy, of course, there is 
comparatively little difference in the sise 
of the persons -w ho are to wear the jack- 
ets. 
All of those h.v whom the apparatus 
ma.v he worn are men and all fairly broad. 


To ^o through life expectant of danger 
at 
evpr.v point and bearing it ever in 
mind is a poor attitude and one which 
robs existence of its joy. 
On the other 
hand it is a .sood plan to look about one 
when first entering upon any new phase 
of life, seize upon the main points of a 
situation and decide upon a w a y out in 
case of danger. 


The man or woman who is familiar 
with a lifebelt and h a s adjusted one 
m a n r a time, who knows just where the 
lifebelts are and Imw to get them is not 
the one most likely to suffer from panif 
when the moment comers to jump into 
the waves. 
Familiar to some 
extent 
with the needs of the moment, he re- 
mains calm as the waters rise, a help ta 
others as well as himself.

of teaching the girls to be good house- 


wives is to have their instruction take 


place in the homes of Holly. 


Under the direction of a domestic 


science teacher and with the mistress of 


the house concurring, the girls work out 


their 
dornestic i^cience problems in a 


fashion that has direct practical results 


highly 
beneficial 
to the households 


A-isited, besides 
being of the greatest 


educational advantage to the girls. 


The high school girls are divided into 


four domestic scie-nce classes, according 


to their place in the school. 
There aia 


as m.my subdivisions of these classes aa 


is necessary to the proper handling of 


groups. 


These divisions meet once or twice a 


week a t the various homes in the city, 


and the girls cook, sew and do other 


household work such as washing dishes, 


sweeping and dusting. 


A definite outline of the work to be 
done is given to the class and also to 
the mistress of the house in order that 
she -may have the proper materials and 
utensils ready for the use of the girls, 
-v\''ho do all the w-ork and leave the house 
•syith everj'thing in its proper place and 
with all the dishes -^-ashed, dried and put 
away. 


As one of the concluding features of 
the course six of the girls prepare and 
serve a light luncheon to six or'seven 
other girls, the outlay of money being 
limited. 


Xot only the preparation and serving 
of the luncheon but also the manners 
and conversation of hostesses and guests 
are carefully observed, and criticised, aa 
the function offers an opportunity for 
instruction in the social graces. 


The girks visit the grocery stores t o 
buy food, the m e a t market to leam to 
distinguish between the different cuts of 
meat, the furniture store to leiarn how to 
furnish a home so as to m a k e the money 
go as long a way as possible.

ITH the main body of the independ-group of mounted men, twelve in number.^pack saddles, 
ent cavalry pushing far ahead of 
the army as it advances thioug-h 
Mexico—if war continues—^ilj be a little 


With them as they trot along will be pack 
animals bearing mysterious^ boxes, and 
«ectloBs of psJe will be fastened to their 


Lean, bronzed and wiry, 
the pick of the service, riding with the 
easy seat of the Yankfee trooper, goes this 
little detacihinerit of the Signal Corps— 


the nervous system of the army. 


Very similai' in construction to the hu- 
man body IS TJucle Sams field army of 
to-day. It has a bi-ain. a body and a 
nervous system, iprovidin,? for tho proper- 
ly co-ordinated movements of that body 
as the brain may wish. 
Without that 
delicate nervous system the liuman body 
is only a. helpless mass of flesh. So too 
with the field army. 
Ite brain u its 
command 
tlie hniibs and trunk are 
the troops of the line—r-avalry, infantry 
and artillery. The nerves, flaßhing from 
brain, to muscle the impulses directing 
the great body, are the men of the Signal 
Corps. 
Without that body the field 
army is helple.ss. 


The army pushes its way 
through 
hostile territory. Well in advance of the 
main body is the independent cavalry, 
far flung over the country,: a flexible 
screen, searching out the enemy, pre- 
venting his patrols from reconnoitering 
and blocking his troojps tr'om coming into 
a position where they could attack, in 
force. "Keep in touch" is the order that 
the commander of the independent caval- 
ry has receiTed. 
• 


The "Screea" Meet« the Xlnemy. • 


Comes a clatter of rifle fire from the 
front, the signal that the screen ¡has come 
ia contact with a hostile force. The ad- 
vance guard engages, drawing out the 


en«my, disclosing his sb-ength. Far to 
the rear is the conimajider of the field 
army- 
How is' the cavalry coTninander 
to Rive him in detail the information 
that he has obtained? In olden times 
mounted messengers would have gone 
hack at full gallop, running the risk of 
tailing into the hands of scattered forces 
of the enemy, of being ambushed by 
g-uernllas. 
To-day the field radio set 
solves the problem and avoids delays. 


The cavalry comma.nder scribbles out a 
message to the general, telling him just 
what he needs to know, an<i turns it over 
to the sergeant riding at the head of the 
Signal (!?orps deta-dhment, with the little 
silk crossed flags undei nls dievrons. 


"Open station," calls the section chief. 
Out of the column the riders turn, dis- 
mount, the horses are linked in a circle 
and left to one man, the norse holder, 
while the others fling themsei-ves at the 
pack animals. Off come boxes, poJes and 
all the impedimenta they are carrying. 


Oni íñie leading pack hor.se is a littJe. 
iron fram«. The instant that it touches 
the groomd one man springs upon it, 
boMiing a section of pole from which 
radiatje four shining strands of phosphor 
bronze wire, the anteainae, which four 
men are payiqg out from hand reels. 
TÍie man on the frame raises the pole, 
another mian slips under it another sec- 
tion. A Kttap, .it is fastened and the pole 
goes up higher. Section afte^ se<ition is 
flddedi until the mast, steadied by three 
men, towers sixty feet in the air. 


The section chief waves his harwL The 
antenivae men drive insulated pegs into 
the grounti, belay tJie ends of i:he an- 
beonae amd run back to da-ag out on the 
ground four long lines of rubber cov- 
eréd wire. 
Thi.s is the counterpoise, or 
artificial ground. 
The operator opeDB 
the cheat carried on the othfw animal,» 
a^yuBts several Trtysterious wires, couples

^the cheat to a wire from the mast and 
connects with the ground. 
Upon the 
iron ffame is fastened a little dyuamo, a 
half kilowa4;t hand generator, the cranks 
of which four men grasp. Tho generator 
is connected to the instrument cheat; 
the crajik men start heaving. 


Back in headquarters, or in a place 
designated by the general, a simitar 
piece of apparatus is set up. This stays 
there for tie dayf for the army moves 
'but slowly, while from it a buzzer line 
extends to the actual whereabouts of 
the general himself. 


In the school of modern warfare, as 
laid down by the War College of the 
United States Army, the duty of the 
Signal Corps is defined as the "certain 
tPiinsmtssion of information and orders 
regardless of conditions." 


The Versatile Buzzer 


In our own army the electricians of 
the Signal Corps developed the buzxer, 
the marvellous little instrument that is 
a combined field telephone and telegraph. 
The wire from this is laid out from two- 
horse reel carts, and, can be paid out on 
the gallop if necessary. 
The wire lies 
on the ground, and tihe buzzer is of such 
sensitive coinstrnotion that cases have 
been Icnown. whore it was possible to 
work. throngii breaks in the line up to 
distances of fifteen feet.Besides this 
the buzzer'can be coupled to commercial 
telegraph lines, and worked without in- 
terfering with them. The buzzer will work 
over any sort of electrical conductor. ; 


A field company of Signal Corps con- 
.sists of 100 officers and men, all 
mounted, divided into six sections, .Pour 
of these are wire aectlDns, each provider! 
with a reel cart carrying ten miles of 
field wire. 
The other two sections are 
radio sections, equipped each with the 
field pack radio set, with a radius of 
from twenty-five to forty miles.

If the bu?-zers break dowm, if the pack 
sets are shot to pieces, then the Signal 
Corps has recourse to the heliograph. 
This, of course,!» can be used only ta 
sunny weatlier. 
The old fashioned wjg.^ 
wag will be called into action as a last 
resource, and in emergencies only, wlken 
all other means fail, for the flags at- 
tract attention and offer a mai± ftor 
linyiile fire, besides being slow. At 
night the flaiih lamp, with an acetyl«a« 
flame, and the -searchlight can be used. 
If all other means fa.il', the messages 
will be transmitted by hand. The regu- 
lations require, as I have eaid before, 
"the CERTAIN transmission of infor- 
mation and orders, 'BEKxARDLBSS OB^ 
CONDITIONS."

Among about 12-"),0(10 employes in tne 
operating 
departments of the 
Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad svstem east it takes a 
close hunt 
to find a man Avho indulges 
in 
intoxicating 
drinks. 
The 
company 
has a strict 
rule. Avhich is rigidly 
en- 
forced. 
During the Avhole of the 
.year 
only 158 men Avere found to have bro- 
ken the rule, according to a report just 
made. 


"The use of intoxicants by employe.-s 
Avhile on iluty is prohibitefl,' reads the 
order. 
"Their habitual use, or the Ire- 
quenting of places Avhere they are sold 
is sufiicient cause for dismissal.'' 


In a statement issued yestefday 
the 
company 
gave 
the 
information 
that 
7S4,tJ7ö observations Avere made during 
1913 as to the use of intoxicants 
em- 
ployes, and . t h a t in onl,y 158 cases Avas 
disciiiline required. 
Thus onl.y one man 
in about every 800 employed by the sys-' 
tem Avas guilty of. a lapse under tho 
no-drink 
rule. 


The 
discipline 
imposed ran all 
tho 
way 
from reprimand to discharge. 
It 
lies in the hands of each division super- 
intendent to act in his judgment. 
The 
previous and general record of any man 
AA'ho breaks 
the rule is considered tn 
fixing the punishment. 
If it is a first or 
second oiFense, very likely the superin- 
tendent Avill be satisfied if the offender 
shall take the ])ledge. 


The section track gang laborer is held 
to a 
strict accounti^bility to tho non- 
drink rule, even as the locomotive en- 
gineer, ; 
fireman, 
conductor 
and 
train- 
men. 
Also the prohibition 
applies 
to 
tho division superintendent himself, and 
should ho bo caught violating the rule 
a 
stnnmons 
from 
his superjor 
oiTicera 
Avould quickly flash over tho nvires. 


In every Ava.y the Pennsyh-ania Rail- 
road management 
is seeking not 
only 
to enforce the rule, b u t to. free the em- 
ploj'-cs from 
temptation 
to break 
it. 
Thus 
tho company, a 
foAv years 
ago, 
abolished 
the 
system 
of paying 
by 
check, as it Avas found t h a t to get checks 
cashed men sometimea Avent to saloons. 
All Avages are noAV paid in cash from 
pay cars.

AST October the adherents of Ve- 
nustiano Carranza were obliged 
to 
evacuate Oiudad Porfirio Di^az, now 
known as Piedras Negras, and which 
was 
their he.adquarters 
from 
shortly 
after the assassination of Madero until 
September 30, 1918. 


A heavy force of federals, or "'Huer- 
tistas" as they are called by the consti- 
tutionalists, under the conrmand of Gen- 
eral Maas w a s maVching on the town, 
and my friends the so-called 
"rebels" 
were unable to oope with them, not for 
lack of men, but for lack of rifles, can- 
non and cartridges, .is the embargo on 
arms had not yet been removed. 


Their rear guard, a small body of only 
142 mounted men, rode away about tliree 
hours before the federal scouts entered 
the town, on October 7. 


An hour after the arrival of the scouts 
the regulars to the numher of about two 
thousand, artillery, cavalry, and infan- 
•¡ry, commenced to march in', a dusty, 
weary column. 


.There was no disorder and but liftlc 
wfewaring or show/ijog. as the mfl.iority of 
me townspeople were rabid rebels and 
bad fled to the American side of the 
river at the approach of the enemy, in 
CBise they had not taken their Winches- 
ter rifles and .ioined the scattered but 
not 
conquered 
rebels. 
Those "^u'hose 
Bj-mpathies were with the federals had

Common report and the statements of 
some of their own officers force one to 
believe tha.t the Mexican federal soldier 
is recruited 
from 
the very 
dregs 
of 
Mexico's population. 


A .young captain in Madero's forces as- 
sured me that eighty per cerrt of the men 
in t i e ranks were criminals and convicts, 
who on conviction or while in prison had 
volunteered to serve In the army rather 
than complete their sentences. 
The oth- 
er twenty per cent are, most of them, 
men raised by forced levies, with here 
and there a genuine volunteer, but these 
are extremely rare. 


In the convict element of the army are 
representatives of all grades of crime, 
from simple "drunks," sneak thieves and 
pickpockets to murderers and bandits of 
the most desperate class. 
In this I speak 
more from personal knowledge thr.n from 
hearsay, a's I .resided in Mexico almost 
thirty-six 
years 
and 
have 
frequently 
talked witii private soldiers as well as 
their officers, and recall more than one 
soldier who I knew was ser^nng or had 
serv^ed a term in the federal army as a 
punishment for murder. 


These men were not at all reticent in 
telling their reasons for being in the gov- 
ernment service, and one even remarked 
that when his time was out he intended 
to kill another man who had escaped him 
so far. 
: Frequently In time of war these convict 


soldiers, as well as the forced men, when 
out on scotrt or picket duty shoot t h d r 
officers and desert, sometimes joining the 
enemy, and quite often ~ forming them- 
selves into an independent gang of ban- 
dits and preying on the country at large. 


The conscripts or forced men as a rule 
are ignorant of the use of firearms when^ 
recruited, and most of them have never 
before had a modern high power rifle in 
their hands. 


The regulation arm of the Mexican sol- 
dier is a 7-millimetre Mauser rifle, hav- 
ing a. range, penetration and trajectory 
equal to the new United Stales Spring- 
field model of 1906. 


All tJie two thousand federal troops 
that entered Piedras Negras were armed 
with this riñe; the cannon were chiefly of 
French or German make and were of 
from one inch to three inch calibre, ap- 
proximately. 


When the officer."? were satisfied that 
the town was in their undispu1;ed pos- 
session the barracks .left empty by the 
rebels were at onc/3 occupied and other 
buildings taken for the shelter of the 
troops that were not detailed oh sentry, 
scout or picket duty. 
To the uninitiated 
these improvised barracks looked very 
much like jails, .as ever.y -door and win- 
dow wa.s guarded by a .sentry with a 
loaded rifle and fixed bayonet, while of- 
ficers with swords and loaded revolvers 
ready for instant use in turn watched 
the sefltries. 


The soldiers were a debased, dirty snd 
ignorant looking lot of ragamuffins as 
a rule, with here and tihere an intelligent 
face Showing, and were treated by their 
officers like dogs or cattle; they were 
undersized, dark skinned men, witih a 
strong infusion of Indian blood as a 
class, an occasional white face in the 
files only being enough to prove tiie rule. 


The officers of the federal troops artt 
many of them gentlemen of refinement 
and education, from the upper str.xtum 
of Mexican society and gi'aduates of the 
National 
Military 
College at 
Chaiml- 
tepec. 


Two young second lieutenants whose 
acquaintance I made through showing 
th.em some 
ordinary 
courtesies, 
were 
gentlemen whom in time of peace it 
would have been a pleasure to count 
among one's friends. 
They were cour- 
teous, refined and pleasant in manner?, 
and evidently studious and ambitious in 
their chosen profession. 


Lieut enant Colonel Guillernio Arguel- 
Jes, of the Forty-second Infantry, was of 
a., different type, as he was 
between 
fifty and .sixty years of ago 
and had 
already served his country for twenty- 
eight years, and had got' enough. 


War for him had lost its charm, and he 
looked at it fi-oni an eminently 
prac- 
tical and oven commercial point of view, 
the more especially as during the ad- 
vance on Piedras Negras some irreverent 
rebel with fio ro.spect for gray hair.'; or 


a federal uniform 
had punctured 
the 
old man through the calf of his right leg 
with a 80-30 bullet, and the Colonel was 
still limping from the effects of it 
and 
had had no time to mend the hole in his 
trousers, which 
was very 
conspicious 
as he hobbled around attending to his 
duties. 


Said he, "I wish to re.sign, but the gov- 
ernment will not take my resignation at 
this time, and be.sides if I resign now I 
will only be entitled to .50 per cent of my 
monthly salary of $200 per month, and 
if I continue in the service until I have 
completed 
thirty 
years 
I 
will 
draw 
sixty per cent of my pay in active ser- 
vice, but I am old and have a little cof- 
fee plantation near Orizaba, Where I 
would like to end my days. 


"Shooting these rebel prisoners," he 
remarked, "i.'i a wicked waste of good 
ammunition, ropes are cheap and easily 
obtained, and one ropo can be used for 
hanging a good many men before it is 
v/orn out." 


The day before, he had hung a cap- 
tured rebel without ceremony, a rebel 
scout who 
was taken prisoner 
about 
three miles from the tOAvn, and his act 
proved the sincerity of his words. 


A - f e w -weeks; ago the story of Col- 
onel Arguelles' capture by the rebels at 
Monclova with oA^er 100 men of his com- 
mand-was published in the New York 
newspapers and the chances are that 
l<^ng ere this he has taken a dose.of i i s 


own medicine, although it is likely that 
the greater part of his men were incor- 
porated in the rebel forces, as it is n 
common 
practice to give the 
private 
soldiers, when captured, their choice be- 
tween being executed and turning against 
their former comrades. 
Few of them are 
shot when given this chance of escape, 
and they are said to fight with great vim, 
as recapture means certain 
appearance 
before a firing squad. 


While loyalty, morality and straight 
shooting can't he claimed as the Mexican 
soldiers' strong points, in other ways 
they are excellent warriors. 
They are 
phyrùcall.y brave and stand up Avonder- 
fully under fire, privation,.hunger and 
thiret, and can, and do, iive and fig.ht 
•with a commissary department so lim- 
ited that it is inconceivable to Ameri- 
cans. 


The 
contrast 
between 
the 
federal 
regular soldiers and the volunteers who 
follow the rebel leaders is great. 


A good percentage of the men in the 
ranks are men who can read and write 
and who know what they are fighting 
for; among the officere are many ex- 
federals who learned the art of war 
under Porfirio 'Djaz, as well as many 
youjig men who have taken up fighting 
as a business since tine Madero revolu- 
tion of IÔ10, and are how veterans, al- 
though their beards have hardly begun 
to grow. 


There are as stnany patriots in the 


ranfes of the Mexican rebels "who 
are 
fighting from as pure motives as those of 
our ancestors who fong<ht in 1776 witli 
flintlock muskets. 


While there is a small proportion of 
military college c-radnates among 
th« 
rebel officers, and their men are poorly 
drilled, the fact that tihey Avill not desert, 
and that many of them, unlike the fed- 
erals, have been accustomed to the us« of 
firearms all their life and some of 
them 
are real experts in the u s e of the rifl« 
and revolver, overbalances this lack. 


Expert ^machinists, boilermakers, loco- 
motive 
engineers, 
electricians, 
book- 
keepers, and in fact all classes of worfc- 
ingmen are to be found in the 
rebel 
ranks. 


The arm most popular among them Ì0 
the 80-30 American rifle, as this is the 
favorite sporting weapon and many of 
the i-evolutionists in time of peace ara 
entihusiastic and successful sportsmen.

The geographical location and 
the 
climatic conditions of the south 
are 
such as to make it a good seetion for 
cattle raising. 
The soils are so varied 
that what may be said in a general 
way will not hold true for all places 
or sections of this large area. 
They 
vary f r o m light sand to heavy clay, 
or to the black prairie soils, or 'the 
stiff post-oak. 
As a rule the stiffer 
the soil and the greater the content of 
lime in the soils, the more nutritious 
the grasses are, and the greater 
is 
the variety of clovers which will grow. 


The Piedmont seetion of 
Virginia, 
West Virginia., westem 
North 
Caro- 
lina. 
Tenrieseee. 
and 
northern 
Ala- 
bama is a fine gra.zing countr?', 
and 
thousands 
of 
good 
beef 
cattle 
are 
found thpre. 
The shorthorn is more 
popular than any other breed in this 
re.gion. and they do excepdingly well. 
The grazing 
plants

The principal native grasses 
which

indigenous to these

are bermuda. Johnson grass, lespedeza 
and melilotus: but red clover, alsike 
clover, bur clover and white

pastures, and the grazing season can 
be extended greatly by their use. 
Al- 
falfa. soy beans, cowpeas, corn, sor- 
ghum and other forage crops do well 
on these lands and produce an abun- 
dance of roughage and hays for win- 
tpring and fattening the cattle.

Therp are great areas of "cut over" 
lands in the south that range In price 
from $2 to $10 per arre, which could 
be used for beef production. 
The soil 
of siich laTids is usually sandy or post- 
oak. neither of whleh are as good for 
grazing as the prairie or delta lands, 
but which would furnish good grazing 
if a little car« was taken in 
getting 
pasture plants started. 
On these soils 
carppt 
grass, 
bermuda, 
le'spedefea, 
white clover, red top. Paspalum 
dl- 
latatum, and bur clover do oxceedii\gly 
well. 
The 
carpet 
grass 
furnishes 
abundant grazing on the sandy lands 
while the bermuda does better on the 
soils

lands, and if

T h e | 
variety of forage crops which may be 
raised on this type of soils is large, 
and it is an easy matter to grow all 


the hays, eflage crops and forage nec- 
essary for feeding the stock 
which 
may be kept on the farm. 


One of the greatest drawbacks 
to 
the cattle industry of the south 
has 
been the presence of the cattle 
tirk 
that transmits Texas fever, which kills 
many of the cattle and stunts others 
in growth. 
The tick is rapidly bping 
eradicated, and it is only a question 
of time until the south is freed of 
this pest. 


The native cattle of the south 
are 
cold-blooded scrubs carrying a varia- 
ble percentage of Jersey blood. 
They 
are small in size and Inferior in qual- 
ity, but they have stamina and 
the 
cows produce good calves when bred 
to a beef bull. 
Some of these cows 
weighing not over 600 pounds, 
have 
given birth to half breed calves which 
have developed into BOO to 600 pound 
animals at 12 to 13 months of age. 


They usually weigh 
about 
8 00 to 
8 50 pounds at two years of age when 
raised under average southern 
f a r m 
conditions. 
The half breed ralves do 
not fatten out as well as calves of a 
higher grade hut if permitted to grow 
until two or three years of age they 
finish 
out as very 
good beef animals. 
The half breed heifers when bred to 
beef 
bulls usually produce 
excellent 
calves. , 


No section of the country can raJse 
cattle as cheaply as the south, 
and 
the variety and prices of feeds are 
such that the animals'can be eeonoml- 
cally 
finished 
for the market. 
The 
forage 
plants, 
especially 
sorghum 
and 
corn. 
make 
surh 
a 
lux- 
uriant growth 
in the southern 
lati- 
tudes that large yields of silage can 
be produced per acre.

The recorded los.^es in North 
America, have bpen almost, entirely in 
the western 
seetion 
and 
in 
Canada, 
although isolated instanreg of poison- 
ing are known in the east. 
In 
the 
cattle 
ranges 
of 
the 
west 
probably 
no poisonous plants, with the excep- 
tion of the loro weeds, ha.ve causcd 
such hea\'y losses to the stockmen. 


It is difficult to estimate with 
any 
degree of arruracy the extent of these 
losses. 
A conservativp estimate based 
on reports from a, large number 
of 
ranges indicates th.at the anntial loss 
is from 
to 5 per cent. 
A great many 
of the stockmen 
who have 
reported 
upon this subject have given an esti- 
mate of 5 per cent. 
Specific cases are 
known 
where 
from 
2 0 to 50 cAtt.le 
have died out of a single herd within 
a few hours, and other instances are 
recorded 
in which 
individual 
stock- 
men have lost as many as 200 head in 
a season. 
These losses are attributed 
to larkspurs, since they have occurred 
on ranges where larkspurs are abun- 
dant. 


Small 
quantities 
of larkspurs 
can 
be eaten with Impunity. 
Experiment- 
al work shows that an animal 
must 
eat about 
3 per cent of its 
weight 
before being affected, and that average 
cases eat f r o m 8 to 9 per cent of their 
v/eight. 
Horses are not poisoned un- 
less they eat a considerable quantity. 
On the range horses never eat enough 


of the plant to harm them. 
Sheep 
are not injured by larkspurs and can 
eat large quantities of them without 
harm. 


The low larkspur is poisonous dur- 
ing the whole of its life, but the plant 
disappears the last of June or early In 
July. 
Poisoning 
from 
It 
occurs, 
therefore, only in tho months of May 
and June. 
The tall larkspur 
grows 
through tha entire season, and as It 
matuj-es the leaves lose their p^son- 
oup propprties. so that after the middl® 
of August they cease to be poisonous. 
The seeds are more poisonous than 
the leaves, and occasionally cattle die 
rather late in the season f r o m eating 
them. 


The first symptom of larkspur pois- 
oning Is ordinarily the falling of the 
animal. 
In the experimental poison- 
ing it has been found that this falling 
was preceded 
by a lack of appetite 
and 
genera.l uneasiness, with a stiff 
and staggering gait. 
When the ani- 
mal falls it goes down suddenly, the 
legs appearing to crumple up under 
It. 
In the lighter cases the 
animal 
will hold its head erect and after a 
time will get upon its feet, only to fall 
again shortly. 
While the motions of 
the animal when down may be de- 
scribed 
as con\Tjlsive, it can 
hardly 
bo said, that the poison produces con- 
vulsions. 
The kicking seems to be 
duo largely to attempts to rise rather 
than 
to Involuntary 
contractiona 
of 
the 
muscles 
of 
the 
legs. 
F'oiaoned 
animals are always constipated 
and 
usually recover if this condition can 
be relieved. 
In all severe cases the 
animals are nauseated and death fre- 
quently results f r o m the contents of 
the 
first 
stomach 
gretting 
Into 
the

windpipe. 
Many of the cases in -wiiicli 
poisoning Is not severe will 
recover 
if care is taken to turn the animal aft- 
er it falls, so that the head will be 
higher than the rest of the body, and 
to see that it is not further disturbed.

The dairy row rannot 
produce milk without a good FXippt>^ 
of 
nourishing 
food 
from 
which 
to 
produce 
the milk.

given might be very rleh In feeding 
value but often not -enough of it. is 
fed to the cow. 


Thus the cows get only food enough 
to 
maintain 
their 
bodies 
and 
very 
little of it goes to the production of 
milk. 


^ 
This, of course, would 
be feeding 


at 
a loss when 
a little 
more 
food 
added to this would all be turned to 
milk as the other food has 
already 
supplied the wants of the body and 
this extra food Is the 
paying 
food. 
The milk it produces pays for all the 
food and leaves a clear profit beside. 


Therefore, can we afford to 
with- 
hold this extra food and 
feed 
only 
enough to maintain the body? 
Surh 
feeding would certainly not be profit- 
able. 


So, in place of 
economl^iing 
with 
the feed It would be better to give 
the cows a rich supply and get the 
milk which, a f t e r all. Is what we are 
feeding for. 


But 
there 
comes 
the question 
of 
what is a good supply of food? 
We 
might supply the cows with an 
un- 
limited amount 
of food, In fact 
we 
might supply them with all they can 
consume and still get no milk 
flow 
of worth if such food does not con- 
tain the proper 
nutriments 


It is not only a bulk of food that 
Is necessary, 
but it Is the 
nutritive 
value of the food given that counts. 


As concentrated foods are the rich- 
est in food value the cows should be 
supplied 
with 
such food as 
wheat, 
bran and ground corn at least twice 
a day with their ration. 


This gives them a high per cent of 
protein and fat which they cannot get 
f r o m the hay. 
So careful studying of 
the rations and using good judgment 
In feeding will bring about the 
de- 
Blred results. 


Poor feeding Is an utter waste of 
the food that the cows eat and 
the 
time and labor of caring for 
them, 
while the good feeding will pay for 
the feed and the labor and leaves a 
^ 
clean profit. 
Can we then afford to 


withhold the necessary food? 


If thejflalry is not paying there is 
Bomethlng' wrong. 
Either 
the 
cows 
are poor or the management is poor. 
There Is a way to make it pay. 
Let 
UB study our business and seek 
the 
way to m a k e It pay.—G. H, Q.

The poultryman or farnipr can ma- 
terially add to the profits of his busi- 
ness by propprly cariusi for the drop- 
pings of his fowls. 
For example, it is 
shown that the dro]-.pings from 1,000 
fowls if 
preserved 
wit.hout 
needless 
loss are worth at least JSOO per an- 
num, and 
this esiimate is based 
on 
the assumption that less than half of 
the droppings, or only ,'iO pounds per 
hen per year, can be collected. 


According to the Maine station, the 
droppings should 
be collected 
daily, 
and mixed with substances which will 
(1) prevent loss of nitrogen, (2) add 
sufReient potash and phosphoric acid 
to make a better-balanced 
fertilizer, 
and (S) improve the mechaniral con- 
dition of the m a n u r e so that it can 
be applied to the land with a manure 
spreader. 


This can 
be done as follows: 
To 
each 30 pounds of the m a n u r e add 10 
pounds of sawdust, good dried loam, 
or peat, T6 pounds of acid phosphate, 
and 8 pounds of kalnit. 
Such a mix- 
ture will contain about l,2!î per cent 
of nitrogen, 4.5 per cent of phosphoric 
acid, and 2 per cent of potashr which, 
used at the rate of 2 tons per 
acre 
would furnish ."so pounds of nitrogen, 
]S5 pounds of phosphoric acid, and 80 
pounds of potash, and at the present 
price 
of 
fertilizing 
Ingredients 
is 
worth about $10 per ton. 
The mix- 
ture 
w.ould 
furnish 
a 
well-balanced 
stable fertilizer, which, a.lthough not 
fine enough to work well in drills, can 
be successfully applied with a m a n u r e 
spreader. 
The treated manure should 
be well sheltered until time to apply 
to the 
land—this 
is, shortly 
before 
plowing.

Improve the roads

President Waters addressed a meeting 
of farmers recently on "The P a r m e r ' s 
P a r t in the Good Roads Program." 


Ten per cent of tho Kansas public 
highways carry seventy-five per cent 
of the total traffic), the president said. 
Figures In thè office of the state high- 
way engineer show that it costs eleven 
million dollars every year to get the 
surplus 
products 
f r o m 
the 
Kansas 
f a r m to the railway station. 
If this 
ten per cent of road were 
improved 
a saving of three million dollars 
a 
year to Kansas f a r m e r s easily woul'd 
be effected.

warm weather approach, with spring 
rains, the apples swell, become gela- 
tinous and send out long jelly-like pro- 
tuberances 
filled 
with 
innumerable 
spores. 
In w a r m sunshine these dry 
and the spores, blown by the wind, 


are carried to apple orchards where 
the work of infection promptly begins, 
attarking first the foliage, then the fruit 
and so weakening the trees that they 
become easily s\isceptible to /èther in- 
sect and fungeous diseases. 


It will be seen this operation takes 
on the aspect of a. continuous pprform- 
ance. 
The cedar tree is a harbor and 
propagating 
ground 
or 
hibernating 
refuge, during tho winter. 
The apple 
tree pla.ys the disastrous part of host 
to the swarmfng parasites In the sum- 
mer, 
the 
net result being 
damaged 
apples and probably the life of 
the 
tree in addition. 
The ravages of cedar 
rust 
cost apple growers in 
Virginia 
$500,000 last year alone. 


The agricultural experiment station 
of Virginia has recently issued a bul- 
letin covering certain detailed experi- 
ments concerning the control of cedar 
rust on apple trees. 


The 
spraying 
experiments 
carried 
on by the Virginia, station in gather- 
ing^tccurate information for the bulle-, 
tin proved first that It Is cedar trees 
which are responsible for the disease 
which begins there, and tha.t the dis- 
ease can bo very largely controlled. 
A 
number of sprays were used and the 
number of twig infections noted there- 
after. 
With lime-sulphur there were 
fifty-five 
twig Infections of the 
sea- 
son's 
growth 
with 
three 
sprayings. 
With two sprayings there were ninety- 
four. 
Three sprayings of atomic sul- 
phur, still left an average of eighty- 
two infections per twig, with copper 
lime-sulphur, three sprayings on two 
trees, the number of twig infections 
were two and three, respectively, Bor- 
deaux proved more effective than lime- 
sulphur, as did iron bordeaux. 


The most effective spray was cop- 


per-lime-sulphur, a new spray. In that 
copper sulphate or b.Lue-stone is added 
to the well-known lime-sulphur solu- 
tion. 
The effect of spray on the ger- 
mination of spores showed the high- 
est percentage of effectiveness to be 
with 
pyrox 
sulfocide 
and 
bordeaux 
mixture. 
The 
first 
two 
showed 
no 
germination of spores after spraying.

WHY SOME FAIL. 


These are some reasons 
advanced 
on why so many people have made 
failures in their attempts at poultry 
keeping: 


"They are unfitted by their tastes 
to succeed In an enterprise of 
that 
sort." 


"They have attempted too much be- 
fore acquiring experience." 


"They have invested too much ca-pi- 
tal at the sta.rt." 


"They lacked business training In 
disposing of their products." 


Experiments at the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college'have shown that there Is 
more protein in alfalfa If It is cut 
when the crop Is about one-tenth in 
bloom. 
It has also been found that 
the laxative proi>erty of alfalfa, which 
decreases Its value as a hay for work 
horses, is almost entirely overcome If 
If the crop Is allowed to stand on the 
field until it Is in full bloom.

The eradication 
of tuberculosis Is 
the task of the dairyman with 
the

sibility for the existence of tuberoulo- 
sls and It-j continuance rests with the 
owners of the infected cattle. 
Re- 
markable progress ,has been nrvade In 
eradicating tuberculosis without great 
loss in several dairy sections. 
The' 
men above all others who should reg- 
ularly test their cows are the 
ones 
whose herds are free from the disease. 
Constant vigilance is necessary to^keep 
a herd of dairy cows free from tuber- 
culosis. 


PIJOWING. 


Plowing, though seemingly a simple 
process, is easily the most Important 
operation in the tillg,ge of the soil. 
Upon It depend to a^great degree the 
nattire of later operations and the fre- 
quency with which they will be re- 
quired. 
In fact, unless land Is plowed 
in the best manner possible, and at 
the right .time, the preparation of the 
land for growing a crop will requ'lre 
additional 
labor and 
cost.

seed-bed when plowed under certain 
conditions.

CHOOSING A HEIf TO SET. 


It is quite essential to choose a hen 
of quiet demeanor and steadfast pur- 
pose to accomplish what she has un- 
dertaken.

flighty kind should not be considered 
for a moment for such a hen is almost 
worse than 
none at all. 
Visit 
the 
house at twilight, lift the hens that 
are on the nest showing an inclination 
to set by the feathers of the back. 
One 
that 
flies 
from 
the 
n^st 
and 
squawks is not the kind you want. 
It 
is possible, though, that she may tame 
down a little in two or thr6e days, so 
give her another trial. 
The hen that, 
after being lifted a little above the 
nest, Is quick to resume her place and 
scolds you a little for disturbing her, 
even perhaps picks you in resentment, 
is the one you want for the real busi- 
ness of setting. 
Remove her to the 
box prepared for her and shut her In 
until 
the 
next 
morning, 
when 
she 
should be allowed to come oft or be 
1;aken off for food and drink. 
She will 
probably return to tho nest " herself, 
and In case she does not, put her back 
and try her for another twenty-four 
hours. 
If on the third trial she does 
not return to her nest of . her own ac- 
cord, discard her and try another.

Greater 
cleanliness 
about 
stables, 
markets, grocery stores, 
warehouses, 
courts, alleys, and vacant lots in cities 
and villages, and like care on farms 
and suburban premises, will prevent 
much damaVe by rate.

The uses for paint on the farm are 
many and varied. 
Not only does the 
timely use of paint keep the farm 
buildings in good condition, but at the 
same time it adds to the appearance 
of the buildings at least fifty per cent. 
All lumber, no matter how high priced 
or fine grade It may be, will bleach 
and roughen in a short time when the 
heat of the sun, the wind, and-the raJn 
work'upon It. 


Many plants do not succeed in pots 
through being in those too large for 
them. 
A young seedling, started in 
f;he spring In a two-Inch one, should 
he shifted Into a four-Inch by early 
summer, and could last In the latter 
until ready to take In for tho winter, 
when It might require shifting Into a 
flve-inch.

Farm Toob 


An 
investment 
of 
$30 to 
$40 In 
tools will be saved on the average 
farm, say of 100 to 160 acres, often 
within a single year. 
In addition to 
the money saving there Is always a 
tremendous saving of time where the 
repair work can be done at home. 


It doesn't require a large shop or ft 
great many tools that will enable on« 
to do everything that should be don« 
to farm machinery. 
Of course in the 
breakage of heavy parts these must 
be supplied by new one« but often 
an Ingenious man 
can repair 
these 
parts and the machine kept going un- 
til the new parts can be received from 
the manufacturer. 


The most Important thing in the 
workshop Is the portable forge. 
These 
can be bought for from $3.50 up tçt 
$15; a very good forge being priced 
at about $8. 


Next, a small anvil Is needed, whlc^ 
will cost about 3 cents per pound. 
An 
80-pound anvil is heavy enough foT 
ordinary work on the farm. 


A combination vise, anvil and drill 
is a most useful tool and if this Is In- 
stalled a regular aAvll is not needed. 
A good vise is also essential. 
This 
should 
be of wrought steel, stronfit 
enough to stand heavy for a poor viae 
is an abomination.

The arrflngRmpnt just ronclndfid by Judge John W. 


Eggeman, in liis rapariiy as presiding officfr of the juven- 
ile court, and the management 
<>f the Young Women's 


Christian association, under which two rooms in the base- 
ment of the association building will be available for the 
temporary detention of girl delinquents under ftie juris- 
diction of the court, is to be commended as a step forward. 
"We trust it mar lead to early action by which the county 
may supply a need long felt and most important. As a 
matter of fact, none of the perplexing problems which day 
' after day come before the judge of a c>mrt, in a county the 


1 size of Allen, are more vital or more complex than those 
apparently trivial eases that must be passed upon in the 
juvenile court. Tn many of them perhaps the entire trend 
of a lifetime to come, hinges upon action there taken in 
the case of boys and girls of tender years, whose feet have 
Btrayed in indiscretion and led them into some minor in- 
fraction of law. 


The moment is a critical one, and calls for intelligent, 


judicious and sympathetic treatment. 
Developments 


at this stage may mean a. life 
embittered 
and 
a 


start on a career of confirmed criminatlity, or it may 
mean a helpful encouragement and a moral stimulus that 
will lay the foundation for permanent and enduring good 
citizenship. Stern and immediate justice in these cases of 
minor affairs cannot Aveigh against the opportunity to 
make real men and women out of the boys and girls, de- 
spite a start that, may have been bad. Tt is true that, there 
will be failures. Not, all will respond to kindness; not all 
will appreciate and take advantage of the chance, hut the 
successes will far outnumber the failures, and this makes 
the effort worth while. TTp to this time there has been no 
place where youthful offenders could be placed save in the 
county institution which sears the soul and places the 
Stamp of jail-bird npon them. The very idea of boys and 
girls in jail atmosphere is revolting, and' very properly 
Judge Eggeman has sought other means of disposing <">f 
the cases. The alternative of paroling them to parents has 
not always been satisfactory for the reason that too often 
the surroundings in the home were not. conducive to the 
reformation that is the first consideration. Under the 
new arrangement the girl delinquents will have whole- 
some surroundings and helpful influences. It will help 
provide the chance they need and to which they arc en- 
titled. We believe the arrangement will be immensely 
hepful, but it does not rpliove Allen county from the duty 
and responsibility of making provision on its own account 
for dealing with this important problem. 


Conviction of Charles "Becker, the former New York 


police lieutenant, in his second trial as the conspirator 
who brought about the murder of Rosenthal, the gambler, 
was BO clearly indicated by the telegraphic reports of the 
testimony, that the verdict of the jury occasions no sur- 
prise whatever. It is difficult to see. the basis on which the 
accused man's attorneys could have hoped to secure ac- 
quittal for their client, if they indulged any such hope, 
which is extremely problematical. The character of the 
case invested it. with peculiar and wide-spread interest, 
and the outcome is likely to have a salutary effect. Any 
alliance between public officers and law-breakers is not 
only always deplorable'but inevitably dangerous. 


In pleasing contrast to the doleful prophets of woe 


which occasionally force their' way into public attention is 
the attitude of Judge E. IT. Gary, chairman of the board of 
the United States Steel corporation. 
Speaking at a meet- 


ing in New York Friday, Judge, Gary declared that busi- 
ness is safe, that we arc at the dawn of an era of great in- 
dustrial and 'commercial prosperity, and that "the coun- 
try is just as big as it ever was, and is growing just as 
fast." And Judge Gary's opinion is admittedly entitled to 
respectful consideration. 


Mr. Mellen, testifying before the interstate commerce 


commission, says that lie jumped in and shouldered indict- 
ment for violation of the anti-trust laws when the offense 
was Mr. Morgan's, in order to.shield the noted financier. 
Nobody will now question Mr. Mel Ion's assertion that he 
was the "goat," and it must be admitted that he went the 
limit while enacting the role for the New Haven crowd.

PINCH OF SALT 


FOR DANDELION 


Department of Agriculture Gives 


Practical Methods for Killing 
Dandelions and Plantains That 
Ruin the Appearance of Lawns. 


Washington. May 23.--The best way 


to kill individual dandelion plants is to 
cut off their tops nnd put a pinch of 
salt, (about, a thimbleful) on the sur- 
face of each exposed root- 
This will 


kill most of them. As salt is generally 
applied ruins soil, the, salt phould be. used 
sparingly and applied only to the. root 
tops of the dandelion. Tho United States 
department of agriculture has for soro< 
time ln-en testing various poisons to dis- 
cover the roost ejlicient means of eradi- 
-afing this troublesome weed from la 
hut although others have been found 
satisfactory*, the common salt is best for 
g'-nera! use as there is no danger accom- 
panying its applical ion. 


The department's specialists say that 


much effort is wasted in merely cutting 
off the dandelion top without applying 
some poison to tlin root that remains 
The dandelion hns a tap root that grows 
deep int-o the soil and cirt%ing oft tho 
plant merely encourages the dandelion to 
cnme up in a. thicker growth. 
Remove- Dandelion Before it Goes to 


Seed. 


The time to f-rndicjUe dandelions is in 


thn spring, before the -plnnt. has ha/1 
time to form seed. The seed sprads rnp- 
idly, blown by the wind. The blossoms 
should be elope mown before thev hnvi 
gone tn seed nnd salt should then be np 
plied to each root. 
A man may he very 


diligent in cjiring for his own lawn and 
yet have seeds Mown in from neighbor- 
ing lawns. This is of such importance 
to those desiring fine lawns that it. might 
b<- made a ma.tter for community action. 


If the lawn is very full of this weed 


it is too tedious a process to trent each 
plant by the salt process. 
In this case 


two possible methods of eradication may 
b» recommended. The first method is to 
thicken the ntnnd of grass to tend to 
crowd out 
the dandelion. 
The grass 


should be put in to a vigorous condition 
by top dressing with well-rotfed manure 
or fertilizer in the fall, and by receding 
in t h i n places. The second method, ad- 
vised in extreme instances, is to start a.ll 
over ago in. 
IMow up f.h« lawn first (or 


spade it. up if the area is sma.ll). 
A 


generous amount, of well-rotted manure 
should then be worked into the soil, but. 
not. fn-sh manure, for that is full of weed 
seeds ready to germinate. Tn case ma- 
nure is not. available, commercial 
fer- 


tilizers may be used. Many lawn soils 
are in need of lime and it is often a wise 
plan to use it, especially if white c.lover 
.is to be sown. 
After plowing, the Innd 


should be harrowed or raked frequently 
to reduce it to a good seed bed condition. 
This will encourage the early germination 
of weed seeds with the subsequent ex- 
termination of the seedlings. Thorough 
cultivation at this period will destroy 
the. 
dandelion plants, both those that 


come from roots and seeds. 
After !»il- 


lowing either of the two plans sketched 
here, the lawn should be maintained in 
good condition by careful mowing, roll- 
ing and watering. 


Spraying 'with iron sulphate solution 


to kill dandelions without killing the 
grass is not recommended by the depart- 
ment, although it has been tried by some 
who consider it successful. 
Kxperiments 


do not seem to establish it as a practical 
method. 
This Weed Not a Native of America. 


Thn dandelion in not a native Amer- 


ican plant, having been introduced from 
Europe several centuries ago. 
ft was 


first introduced in tho east and has 
spread westward with our emigration. 


The weed is common all over Europe and 
has gone into other lands with settlers 
from the older country, always being 
found near the communities of man. 


The name "dandelion" is said to coma 


from the .French. "Dent do Lion," which 
means tooth of lion and refers to the 
tooth-shaped edges of the --J^af of tliq 
plant. 


The Dandelion as a Truck Crop. 


The dandelion is widely used through- 


out Europe as a true.k crop. 
Certain 


foreigners recently arrived in America 
have continued to use the plant as 4 
vegetable and Italians in the neighbor- 
hood of large cities have made consider-* 
able prolit by gathering and taking it to 
market- 


Several places around 
Boston 
now 


grow the da.ndelion as a truck crop. The 
seeds are sown in July or August in 
rows twelve inches apart, and although 
the plants are of good size, in the fall, 
they are not generally gathered for the 
market until early in the spring. 
A*~ 


soon as the snow is off the ground the 
crops are gathered and for a time! the 
farmers receive from $1 to $1.25 a bushel 
for these gree.ns. My May the price has 
fallen to about. 50e a bushel and then the 
ground is plowed up to make room for 
other vegetables, as the dandelion is no 
longer profitable. 


How to Get Rid of Plantains. 


Another weed tha.t injures the beauty 


of many lawns is the plantain, of which, 
there are two varieties—tho buckhorn, 
or rib grass, and the common, or broad 
leaf. 


The same methods that ajiply to eradi- 


cating the dandelion apply to the plan- 
tain except the method of poisoning thg 
individual plant. 
Instead of cutting 


oft" the top and sprinkling the. root with 
salt, as is done in the case of the dande- 
lion, the individun.1 plantain may bes4 
he removed by pulling up by the root 
after n heavy rain, when the ground 19 
wet. The plantain does not. offer a dif- 
ficult problem, ns the roots are pulled up 
readily, ex-en 
from rla.y soil, a.fter a 


hea.vy rain.

Lawm should be cut frequently nnd in 


ordinary cases whe.re the cuttings am 
normal they should be left, where they 
fall, notwithstanding the contrary opin- 
ion of the energetic person who follown 
up his cuttings by raking with an iron 
rake. Lawns should neA'cr be raked witn 
an iron rnke, except to prepare them for 
the sowing of grass seed, for such rnk- 
ing harrows up the soil. Neither should 
they hn swept. 


If the diligent caretaker of a Inwn 


must 
follow up the cutting by some 


other operation, only a 
wooden rako 


should be used, and this should be em- 
ployed carefully so as not to disturb' 
such of the grass clippings as Imve sift- 
ed down around the roots. These grass 
clippings that settle around the roots 
afford them a very important protection 
and will do miieh to keep f.l'e lawn in 
fine condition when there is lack of rain 
later in the season, for they will hold 
the moisture nnd act a-s a shield from 
the sun. Tn fact, the grass cuttings are 
generally needed about the roots, and 
should not detract from the looks of tho 


wn. for they soon shrivel, drv up and 


work their way down. BO that they are 
no longer noticed. 
Brasses are 
nat- 


urally cool-climate plants and are liahlo 
to he harmed by the hot sun about the 
roots.

It means thiit each 
pupil, physically fit for the training, 
instructed in a careful and systematic 
manner, in exercises that tend to develop 
the parts of the human body that should 
be developed for the welfare of the child, 
and build up the weak spots in the, con- 
struction of the hoy or girl.

Failure Was Heavy. 


The crash of the Ilanna-Hrackcnridge 


company a few months ago came as a 
shock to the public of Fort Wayne. The 
concern w.is supposed to be prospero-is 
and to have ample financial strengtu. 
\\ hen it was known to have gone to the 
wall almost, half a million dollars worse 
olT than nothing, the community 
wns 


stunned- 
Its liabilities were found to 


he about $47">.l|nn, with upsets nggregat 
ing a small percentage of that. sum. Fort 
Wayne financial institutions 
were in- 


volved for the grentpr part of the total 
liabilities, but smaller banking institu- 
tions 
in the country, of which 
Fort 


Wayne is the 
financial 
center, were 


caught for amounts that to them were 
heavy. 


The crash wa? precipitnfed hy a receiv- 


ership suit instituted by John II. Imtnel, 
confidential sppivtarv to Hanua. and him- 
self a smail stoekhohler in tlie concern. 


\ arious court procedures were taken, 


among them action by which the Tri- 
State Ijoan und Trust company was ap- 
pointed rei-civcii. The affairs of the con- 
cern went into the 
federal courts of 


bankruptcy and Charles Spanley was 
elected a trustee to wind up thw e/jn- 
cern's busiue-BS for the benefit of its cred- 
itors. 


The propcrtv was bought, in by the 


Hamilton and the Herman-American Na- 
tional hanks, who were the heaviest in- 
dividual creditors of the Jlamm-Bracken- 
ridge cnmpnny, for the sum of .«2H.'inn. 
The 
operating forci-s were reorganized 


aii'l the plant reofn-ncd for busini-ss. 
It 


is snid to have bei-n doing \VP!| since its 
operation w n s resumed and the banks 
now interested in the enterprise stand 
well 
to 
recoup 
some of their heavy 


losses. 


Hnnna Disappeared Before Crash.

Castle Pinckney, a brick structure, lying 
one. mile from tic city and commanding

men and twenty-two guns; Fort Monl- 
trie, of greater size and importance, four 
miles from the city, on Sullivan's Island. 
It h.yl been re.built on scientific princi- 
ples and mounted fifty-five guns, with a 
garrison nf 300 men. Then came Vort 
Siimter, an imposing structure in size, 
situated about the middle of the harbor 
entrance and only a half mile back from. 
its mouth, and erected on an artificial 
island. The walls were eight feet thick 
and forty feet high, enclosing an area of 
,">0fl hy 350 feet and designed for 140 
guns. Castle Pinckney was occupied hy 
an ordnance sergeant and his family.

The impor- 


tant thing is to know where the life belts 
are nnd exactly how to get Uicm and 
how to put them on. 


There are three kinds of life preservers 


in use, those of cork, those of balsam wood 
and those of kapoc, n vegetable sub- 
stance which comes from the island of 
Java. 
This last material has much 


greater buoyancy thnn~cork and a two- 
pound life preserver of knpoc will hold 
up ns much weight ns a six pound pre- 
server of cork. Rut kapoc is believed to 
he inflammable hy the United .States 
government, which does.not permit the 
use of preservers made of this material 
on boats over which it has jurisdiction. 
Balsam wood is coated with nsphalrum 
when used a? n preserver, as it would 
otherwise be too absorbent. It. is used 


frequently on private yachts, hat tie 
hie liners as a general rule use the cork 
preservers. 


The T'nited States navy uses a so-IM 


cork jacket which has a yoke of canvas 
instead of tha c.invnn straps over the 
shoulders. 
It is impossible for this 


jacket, to he displaced, as it fito tho 
figure, like n jacket and it is also ex* 
trpmely easy of adjustment. 


But in the navy, of course, there is 


comparatively little difference in the size 
of the persons who are to wear the jack- 
ets.

m«y be worn .ire men and all fairly broad.

The hich school girls are divided into 


'our domestic science classes, according 
o their place in the school. There are 


many subdivisions of these, classes an 


s necessary to Ihe proper handling of 
groups. 


These divisions moot, once or twice a 


week at the various homes in the city, 
ind the girls cook, j.ew nnd do other 
lousehold work such as washing dishes, 
sweeping and dueling. 


A definite outline of the work to bo 


d<ino- is given to the class and also to 
the mistress of tho house, in order that 
she may have thn proper materials and 
utensils ready for the use of the girls, 
who do all the work and leave tho house 
with everything in its proper place and 
•with all the dishes washed, dried and put 
away. 


As one of the concluding features of 


the course six o[ the girls prepare and 
serve a light luncheon to six or seven 
othe.r girls, the outlay of money being 
limited.

Strict Anti-Rum Rule 


Among about 12ii,fimi employes in tin; 


operating departments, of tlie Pennsyl- 
vania Hailroad system east it takes a 
close hunt to find a man who indulges 
in intoxicating drinks. 
The company 


has a strict rule, which is rigidly en- 
forced. 
During the whole of the year 


only JfiS men were found to have bro- 
ken the rule, according to a report just 
made. 


"The use of intoxicants by employes 


while on duty is prohibited,'' reads the 
order. 
"Their habitual IIHC, or the fre- 


quenting of places where, they are sold 
is sufficient can:-.:'' for dismissal." 


In IL statement, issued yesterday the 


company gave, the 
information 
that 


7S-l,()7. 
r) observations were, made during 


1013 as to tho uso of intoxicants by em- 
ployes, and.that in only 108 cases was 
discipline required. Thus only 'one IIIHII 
in about every 8(10 employed by the sys- 
tem was guilty of a lapse under the 
no-drink ruje. 


The discipline 
imposed ran all the 


way from reprimand to discharge. 
It 


lies in the hnnda of each division super- 
intendent to act in his judgment. The 
previous and general record of any man 
who breaks the rule is considered in 
fixing the punishment. If it is a first or 
second offense, very likely the superin- 
tendent will he satisfied if the. offender 
shall take the pledge. 


The section track gang laborer is held 


to a strict accountability to the non- 
drink rule, even as the ^locomotive en- 
gineer, fireman, conductor and train- 
men. 
Also the prohibition applies to 


tho division superintendent himself, and 
should ho bo caught violating tho rule 
a summons from his superior officers 
would quickly flash over the. wires. 


In every way the Pennsylvania Rail- 


road management is socking not only 
to enforce tho rule, but to free the em- 
ployes from 
temptation to break it. 


Thus the company, a few years ago, 
abolished 
the 
system of paying by 


check, as it was found that to get checks 
cashed men sometimes went to saloons. 
All wages are now paid in cash from 
pay cars.

Learn to Walk 


If American women do not learn to

Lillian Kussell. Through articles in tho

home the importance of walking as an 
aid, 
not only to health, but to beauty 


as well, and by that is meant, not only 
beauty of clear skin, but also-beauty 
nnd grace of carriage.

article, while addressed to women, is ap- 
plicable, every word of it. to men, and 
we commend it to our readers: 


"The one exercise that is the most 


beneficial and the easiest to tako is 
••Talking: but the trouble is there are not 
a £rcat many people who know how to 
wajk. O. yes, yuii can cover the ground, 
ami jjo quite a distance, too; but that 
isn't, all of walking. In spite of the fact 
that you learned to walk when you wer€ 
nine months or a year old, and hava 
W'alked some thousands (if miles since, 
the chances are you don't know how to 
get the most out of this common form 
of locomotion, 


"A French scientist who has been in- 


vestigating the subject has dug up Komo 
curious facts, 
lie declares that even 


in walking every one docs not walk tho 
same. 
Kvcry woman ought to take a 


walk every day. and she ought to learn 
how to wnlk right. 
According to Dr. 


Felix Regnault. we ought to imitate the 
gait of the average farmer. lie takes 
a long stride, leans forward, keeps the 
knee bent, and slides rather than strike's 
his foot nn the ground, so that he leans 
his weight upon the whole sole of his 
foot rather than on the heel only. 


"The city man nnd woman, on the con-* 


trary, usually take short steps, body 
held upright and the knees completely 
straightened, while the 
heel 
smartly 


taps the pavement before the rest of tho 
foot. 
Tiie fanner's method is closer to 


that which nature intended. It exercises 
not only the muscles of the legs and 
feet, but also those of the trunk and 
abdomen, thereby preventing corpulence. 
At the same time it increases the cir- 
culation of the blood and stimulates tho 
action of the liver. 


"Deep breathing is nn important aid to 


correct walking. When you breathe deep- 
ly you throw the whole bo'lv into an 
erect and natural attitude which con- 
trols the muscles of the limbs and make* 
you walk ns nature intended. 
Unfor- 


tunately for v.-omen. present day fash- 
ions interfere not only with proper walk- 
ing, but with iiiiy'kind of beneficial 
walking.

AST October the adherents of Ve- 
nustiano Carranza were obliged to 
evacuate Crudad Porfirio DMZ, now 


known as Piedras Negras, and which 
was their headquarters from shortly 
after the assassination of Madero until 
September 30, 1013. 


A heavy force of federals, or "Huer- 


tistas" as they are called by the consti- 
tutionalists, nnder the command of Gen- 
eral Maas WBB ma.rching on the town, 
and my friends the so-called "rebels" 
were unable to cope with them, not for 
lack of men. but for lack of rifles, can- 
non and cartridges, as tho embargo on 
arms had not yet been removed. 


Their rear guard, a small body of only 


142 mounted men. rode away a:hout three 
hours before the federal scouts entered 
the town, on October 7. 


An hour after the arrival of the scouts 


the regulars to the number of about two 
thousand, artillery, cavalry, and infan- 
try, commenced to march in, a dusty, 
weary column. 


There was no disorder and hut little 


uteiwlng or shoi'ijns;, as the majority of 
Hie townspeople vvcro rabid rebels and 
had fled to the American side of the 
river at the approach of the enemy, in 
case they had not taken their Winches- 
ter rifles and joined the scattered but 
not. conquered rebels. Those 
whose 


sympathies were with the federals had 
not yet returned 
from 
Eajrlo 
Pass, 


Texas, where they had taken refuge 


Men of Mexico 


when Oarranza oconpied the town, in 
March. 


Common report and the statement* of 


some of their own officers force one to 
believe that the Mexican federal soldier 
is recruited from the very dregs of 
Mexico's population. 


A young captain in MaderoV? forces as- 


sured me that eighty per cent of-Hie men 
in Hie ranks were -criminals and convicts, 
who on conviction or whilo in prison had 
volunteered to serve tn the army rather 
than complete their sentences. The oth- 
er twenty per cent: are, most of rhem, 
men raised by forced levies, with here 
and there a genuine volunteer, but these 
are extremely rare. 


Tn the convict element of the army are 


representatives of all grades of crime, 
from simple "drunks," sneak thieves and 
pickpockets to murderers nnd bandits of 
the most: desperate class. In this I speak 
more from personal knowledge thnn from 
hearsay, as I resided in Mexico almost 
thirty-six years and have frequently 
talked wit* private soldiers ns well as 
their officers, and recall more than one 
soldier who T knew was serving or had 
served n term in the federal army as a 
punishment for murder. 


These men were not at all reticent in 


telling their reasons for being in the gov- 
ernment, service., and one even remarked 
that when his time was out he intended 
to kill another man who had escaped him 
so far. 


Frequently in time of war these convict 
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, ne wet] as tie forced men, when 


out on »coirt or picket doty shoot their 
officers and desert, sometimes joining the 
enemy, and qnite often forming them- 
selves into an independent gang of ban- 
dits and preying on the country at large. 


The conscripts or forced men an a rale 


«re Ignorant of the nse of firearms when 
recruited, and most of them have never 
before had a modern high power rifle in 
their hands. 


The regulation arm of the Mexican sol- 


dier is a 7-millimetre, Mauser rifle, hav- 
ing: a. range, penetration and trajectory 
equal to th« new United Sfcitea Spring- 
field model of 19Ofi. 


All the two thousand federal troops 


that entercrf Piedrss Negras were armed 
with this rifle; the cannon were chiefly of 
French or German make and were o£ 
from one inou to three inch calibre, ap- 
proximately. 


When the officers were satisfied that 


the tnwn wa« in their undisputed pos- 
session the barracks left empty by the 
rebels were at once occupied and oilier 
buildings taken for the shelter of the 
troops- that: were not detailed on sentry, 
scout orpickft. duty. To the uninitiated 
these improvised barracks looked very 
much like jails, as every door and win- 
dow was guarded by a sentry with a 
loaded rifle and fixed bayonet, while of- 
ficers with swords and loaded revolvers 
ready for instant use in turn watched 
the sentries. 


The soldiers were a debased, dirty and 


ignorant looking lot of ragamuffins as 
a rule, with here and there an intelligent 
face showing, and were, treated by their 
officers like dogs or cottile; they were 
undersized, dark skinned men, with h 
strong Infusion of Indian blood as a 
clans, an occasional white fscc in the 
files only being enough to prove the rule. 


The officers of the federal troops are 


many of them gentlemen of refinement 
and education, from tho tipper stratum 
of Mexican society and graduates of the 
National Military College nt Chnpul- 
tepoc. 


Two young second lieutenants whose 


acquaintance T made through showing 
them some 
ordinary courtesies were 


gentlemen whom in time of pence it, 
would have been a pleasure to count 
among one's friends. They were cour- 
teous, refined and pleasant in manner-i, 
and evidently studious and ambitious in 
their chosen profession, 


r/ieiitennut Colonel Guillerrno Arguel- 


les. of the forty-second Infantry, was of 
a different type, ns he was between 
fifty and sixty years of age and had 
already served his country for twenty- 
eight, years, and had jot enough. 


War for him bad lost its charm, and he 


looked nt, it from nn eminently prae- 
tica.1 and oven commercial point of view, 
the more especially as during the ad- 
vance on Piedras Negrns some irreverent, 
rebel with no reimport for gray hairs or 


a federal uniform 
bad punctured the 


old man through the calf of ils rlnrht leg 
wia a 30-30 bullet, and the Colonel was 
still limping from the effects of It, and 
had had no time to mend the hole in his 
trousers, which was very conspicious 
as he hobbled around 'attendlnj, to Ws 
duties. 


Sflid he. "I wish to resign, but the gov- 


ernment, will not take my resignation at 
this time, and besides if I resign now I 
will only be entitled to 50 per cent of my 
monthly salary of $JOO per month, and 
if I continue, in the .service until T have 
completed thirty years I will draw 
sixty per cent of my pay in active ser- 
vice, but T am old and have a little cof- 
fee plantation near Ori/.aba, where I 
wonlfl like to end my days. 


"Shooting those rebel prisoners," he 


remarked, "is a wicked waste of good 
ammunition, ropes a.ro cheap and easily 
obtained, ami one rope can be used for 
hanging a good many men before it is 
worn out." 


Tho day before, he had liiing a cap- 


lured rebel without ceremony, a rebel 
wont who was taken prisoner about 
three, miles front tho lotvu, und his act 
proved the sincerity of his words. 


A few weeks ago the slory of Col- 


onel Arffuellos' en.pt.nre by the rebels nt 
Monolova with over 100 men of his com- 
mand was published in the Now York 
newspapers and the chances are that 
long ere this he has taken a dose of his 


own medicine, although it is likely that 
the greater part of his men were incor- 
porated in the rebel forces, as It is n 
common practice to give the private 
soldiers, when captured, their choice be- 
tween being executed and turning against 
their former comrades. Few of them are 
shot when given this chance of escape, 
and they are said to fight with jrreat vim, 
as recapture means certain appearance 
before a firing squad. 


While loyalty, morality and strsicht 


shooting can't he claimed as the Mexican 
soldiers' strong points, in other ways 
they are excellent, warriors. 
They are 


physically brave nnd stand tip wonder- 
fully under fire, 7>rivarion, hunger and 
thirst, and can, and do, live and fight 
with a. commissary department, so lim- 
ited that it. is inconceivable to Ameri- 
cans. 


The ' contrast 
between 
the 
federal 


regular soldierx and the volunteers who 
follow tho rebel leaders is great. 


A good percentage of tho nicn in the 


ranks are men who can read and write 
and who know what, they are fighting 
for; among the officers arc many ex- 
federak who Iparmvl the art of war 
under Porfirio Diaz, as well as mnny 
young men who have taken up fighting 
as a business since tfto Madero revolu- 
tion of 1910, and are now Veterans, al- 
though their beards have hardly begun 
to grow. 


There are as many patriots in the 


ran-k* of the Mexican rebels who 
are 


fighting from as pnre motives as those of 
our ancestors who fonpht in 1778 with 
flintlock muskets. 


While there is a small proportion of 


military college graduates among the 
rebel officers, and their men are poorly 
drilled, the fact that ttiey will not desert, 
and that many of them, unlike the fed- 
erals, have been accustomed to the use at 
firearms a.ll their life and some of them 
are real experts in the use of the rifla 
and revolver, overbalances this lack. 


Expert machinists, hoilermakers, loco- 


motive 
engineers, 
electricians, 
hook- 


keepers, and. in fact all classes of work- 
ingmen are to be found in the rebel 
ranks. 


The arm most popular among them IB 


the SO-SO American rifle, as this is the 
favorite sporting weapon and many o£ 
the revolutionists in time of peace are 
enthusiastic and successful sportsmen. 


Mentally, morally and physically the 


men in the rebel ranks are far superior 
to their opponents of the federal array. 
Tho federals are better officered and bet- 
ter drilled, but there their superiority 
ceases. 


The struggle in Meiico to-day may be 


likened in many of its features to th« 
French devolution of 1703 or onr own 
Revolution of 1776, making due allow- 
ance for the great, difference in race and 
temperament of the masses concerned Uj 
the question.

Brown Rot, Crown Gall, Leaf Curl, Rosette and Yellows, are the 


Principal Diseases Which Affect Peach Trees—These Can 


Usually be Easily Controlled by Proper Spraying.

The peach is grown over a wide range 


of country, but its realty successful 
commercial culture Is limited to a Com- 
paratively few localities.

weighing not over 600 pounds, have 
given birth to half breed calves which 
have developed into 500 to 600 pound 
animals at 12 to 13 months of age.

The half breed calves do 
not fatten'out as well as calves of a 
hleher grade but If permitted to grow 
until two or three years of age they 
finish out as very good heef animals.

Dairy Profitable 


With goorT cown there must also 


be good feeding. The dairy cow cannot 
produce'milk without a good supply 
of nourishing food 
from which to 


produce the milk. 
Also 
tho 
food 


given might be very ^ rich In fendlncr 
value but often not enough of It is 
fed to the cow. 


Thus the cows get only food enough 


to -maintain their bodies and very 
little of It coe> to the production of 
milk. 


This, of course, would be feeding 


at a loss when a little more food 
added to this would all he turned to 
milk as the other food has already 
supplied the wants of the body nnd 
thl* extra f.-cd Is the paying food. 
!The milk It produces pays for all the 
food and leaves a clear profit beside. 


Therefore, can we afford to with- 


hold this extra food and feed only 
enough to maintain the body? 
Puch 


feeding would certainly not be profit- 
able. 


So, In place of economizing with 


the feed It would be better to give 
the cows a rich supply and get the 
milk which, after all. Is what we are 
feed ins: for. 


But there comes the question of 


what is a good supply of food? 
Wo 


might supply the cows with an un- 
limited amount of food. In fact wo 
might supply them with all they can 
consume and still get no milk flow 
of worth- if such food does not con- 
tain the proper nutriments, 


It Is not only a bulk of food that 


Is necessary, hut it Is the nutritive 
value of the food given that counts. 


As concentrated foods are the rich- 


est In food value the cows should be" 
supplied with such food as wheat. 
bran and ground corn at least twice 
a day with their ration. 


This gives them a high per cent of 


protein and fat which they cannot get 
from the hay. 
So careful studying of 


the rations and using good Judgment 
in feeding will bring about the de- 
>lred results. 


Poor feeding Is an utter waste of 


the food that the cows eat and thn 
time and Itfbor of caring for them, 
while the good feeding will pay for 
the feed and the labor and leaves a 
dean profit. 
Can we then afford to 


withhold the necessary food? 


If the dairy is not paying there la 


BometnTng' wrong. 
Either the cows 


are poor or the management is poor. 
There Is a way to make It pay. Let 
us study our business and seek the 
way to make It pay.—G. H. Q.

ments concerning the control of cedar 
rust on npple trees. 


The spraying experiments ca.rr1ed 


on hy the Virginia station In gather- 
: Ing accurate. Information for the bulle- 
j t l n proved first that It is cedar trees 
which nre responsible for the disease 
which begins there, and that the dis- 
ease can bo vory largely controlled. A 
number of sprays were used and the 
number of twig Infections noted there- 
after. 
With lime-sulphur there were 


fifty-five twig Infections of the sea- 
son's growth with three sprayings. 
With two sprayings there were ninety- 
four. 
Three spraylng8_of atomic sul- 


phur, still left nn average of eighty- 
two infections per twig, with copper 
lime-sulphur, three sprayings on two 
trees. th« number of twig Infections 
were two and three, respectively. Bor- 
deaux proven more effective than lime- 
sulphur, ar; did Iron bordeaux. 


Tho most effective spray was oop- 


per-lime-sulphur. a new spray. In that 
copper sulphate or blue-stone Is added 
to the well-known lime-sulphur soliK 
tlon. The effect of spray on the ger- 
mination of spores showed the high- 
est perc«nto.Ke oT">ffectiveness to be 
with pyrox snlforldn and bordeaux 
mixture. 
Ths first two showed no 


germination of sporos after spraying. 


apple," the winter stagn of 


apple rust on common red cedar.

ment station Is cutting down and 
burning tho cedars.

THE DAIRYMAN'S 


RESPONSIBIUTY. 


The eradication of tuberculosis Is 


th« task of the dairyman with the 
assistance of the State. The respon- 
sibility for the existence of tuberculo- 
sis and it. continuance rests with the 
owners of the infected cattle.

markable progress has been made in 
eradicating tuberculosis without great 
loss in several dairy sections, 
Tho 


men above all others who should reg- 
ularly teat, their cows are the ones 
whose herds are free from the disease. 
Constant vigilance Is necessary to keep 
a herd of dairy cows free from tuber- 
culosis.

Plowing, though seemingly a simple 


process, is easily the most important 
operation in the tillage of the soil.

LARKSPUR OR "POISON WEED" 


The Tall and Low Larkspurs Cause the Loss of a Great Number of 


Cattle Annually—These Losses Occur Almost Entirely 


During the Months of May and June. 


By C. I>. MARSH 


The larkspurs have been known to 


be poisonous from the time nt the 
ancient Greek and Latin writers to 
the present 
It Is only in North 


America, however, that they have 
been Important as causing losses of 


Low l 


stock. 
The recorded losses In North 


America have been almost entirely In 
the western section nnd In Canada, 
although isolated lnpta.ncen of poison- 
In^ are known in the east. 
In the 


cattle ranges of the west probably 
no poisonous-plants, with the excep- 
tion of the loco weeds, have caused 
such heavy losses to the stockmen. 


It is difficult to estimate with any 


degree of accuracy tho extent of these 
losses. A conservative estimate based 
on reports from a large number of 
ranges Indicates that, the nnnual loss 
Is from S to H per cent. A {Trent many 
of the stockm«n who hare reported 
upon this subject have given an esti- 
mate of R per cent. Specific cases are 
known wh»r« from 20 to BO cattle 
hflve died out of a single herd within 
a. few hours, and other instances are 
recorded In which individual stock- 
mcn have lost as many as COO head In 
a season. These losses are attributed 
to larkspurs, since they have occurred 
on ranges where larkspurs are abun- 
dant. 


Small quantities of larkspurs can 


be eaten with Impunity. Bxpertment- 
nl work shows that an animal must 
rat about S per cent of Its weight 
before being: affected, and thnt everngn 
cases eat from S to 9 per cent of their 
weight. Horses are not poisoned un- 
less they ent a considerable quantity. 
On the range horses nover eat enough

She will 
probably return to the nest rmrself. 
and In case she does not, put her back 
and try her for another twenty-four 
hours. If on the third trial she does 
not return to her nest of her own ac- 
cord, discard her and try another.

are not in.iured by larkspurs and can 
eat lawsa quantities of them -without 
harm. 


The low larkspur Is poisonous duu> 


ing the whole of Its life, but the plant 
disappears the last of June or early In 
July. 
Poisoning from 
It occurs, 


therefore.^ only In tho months of May 
and June. 
The1 tall larkspur grows 


through the entire season, and as It 
matures the.leaves lose their poison- 
ous properties, so that after the middle 
of August they cease to be poisonous. 
The seeds are more poisonous than 
the leaves, and occasionally cattle die 
rather late In the season from eating 
them. 


The first symptom of larkspur, pois- 


oning is ordinarily the falling of th« 
animal. In the experimental poison- 
Jng it has been found that this falling 
was preceded by a lack of appetite 
and general uneasiness, with a stiff 
and staggering gait. When the anlr 
mal falls It goes down suddenly, th« 
legs appearing to crumple up under 
It 
In the lighter cases \he animal 


will hold Its head erect and after a 
time will get upon Its feet only to fall 
again shortly. While the motions of 
the animal when down may be de- 
scribed as convulsive. It can hard])1 
be said that the poison produces con* 
vulslons. 
The kicking seems to b» 


due largely to attempts to rise rather 
than to Involuntary contractions, of 
the muscles of the legs. 
Poisoned 


animals are always constipated and 
usually recover If this condition can 
be reliever!? In all severe caaes tbt 
animals are nauseated and death, fre- 
quently results from the contents of 
the first stomach Batting Into th»

poisoning Is not severe wfll recover 
If care Is taken to turn the animal aft- 
er It falls, to that the head will b» 
higher than the rest of th« body, and 
to nee that It is not furthar disturbed.
